tyght gadde: Fo2 I thoughte verily 
that he had diuiſed ſome mo2e conue⸗ 
nient wayes fo2 a good refo2mation 
in that behalte, than J hadde done 02 
coulde do: Foꝛ J knewe ryght well, 
that he coude haue done it ik he wold, 
and coulde yet doo , if he lyſte. But 
whan his booke came to my handes, 
Ipercepued well, that he hadde not 
done ſo, but that rather to the contra- 
rye, he had taken many exceptions, 
ind made many obiections apenſt it, 
an n greattely.

whan J ſawe that he had named his 
boke an Apologie, than J meruapled 
moe than J dyd befoze. Foz Apologia 
in greke tongue, is as moche to ſay in 
latyn reſponſto,02 defentio, that is to ſay 
an anſwere o2 a defence, wherby it ſe⸗ 
meth, that he ſhulde meane, that F 
had wꝛytten ſome thyng ageynſt his 
wozkes,02 myſtaken (om of his woꝛ⸗ 
kes, that he had made in tyme paſte, 
which he therkoꝛe purpoſed to mayn⸗ 
teyne a defende, Ind verily J neuer 
wꝛote noꝛ ſpake any thynge ageynſt 
him. Fo2 J neuer red his Dialogue, 
his Cofutations,neyet none other of 
his woꝛkes: Howe be it that was not 
bycauſe Þ wold not rede his wozkes: 
but bycauſe J haue bene let by other 
occaſion, and coulde not: and ſo J 
can not anſwere to his Apologie as 
an Apologie ayenſt me, that nothyng 
haue done ayenſt hym. But yet neuer 
theles that my ſilence ſhuld not make 

ſome other haply to thynke, that ſu-

che obiections as he hath made in his 


ſayde Apologie ayenſt the ſayde trea- 
tiſe were good and reaſonable, and al 
ſo that heſhulde not make theſayde 
treatiſe appere to be made to an other 
intent, than it was made fo2 in dede: 
IJ have made anſwere to ſome of his 
obiections, wherby (as I ſuppole) it 
(hal appere euidently, that his obtec- 
tions proceded of lyttell charitie,and 
that the ſayde treatiſe is good and te⸗ 
ſonable, and that it was alſo made to 
a good intent, that is to lap, to increce 
peace and quietnes thoꝛough all the 
realme. Howe be it foꝛ the atoydyng 
of tediouſnes to the reders, J intende 
not to anſwere to all his obiections, 
but to ſome of them. And thoughe J 
do not make anſwere perticularly to 
all, pet I ſuppoſe it ſhal appere by the 
anſweres, and by certayn conſiderati 
ons, and ſome declarations, that J 
(hal make, concernyng the ſame, that

Irſt it is to cõſider, that ſir Tho. 
. More, fo. $9.0f his Apologie con 
feſſeth, that murmure and diſcencion 
ayenſt the clergie is far gone onward 
on his vnhappte tourney : And after 
fol. ioo. he bꝛyngeth in a verye derke 
ſentence, wherby it appereth, that he 
meaneth, that the dilpleſure # gruge 
betwyrte them is in dede neyther ſo 
great as I make it, and growen to ſo 
great as it is, but euen nowe ok late, 
elo he conkelleth there alſo,hatchere

is ſuche a grudge, but he ſayeth that 


that gruge hath not begone but now 
of late. But verily if he wil loke well 
and indifferently vpon the matter, he 
{hall fynde, that it hath bene in gro- 
wyng of longer tyme than heſpeketh 
of there. And after, f. 2 41.he calleth it 
the late ſpꝛongen diuiſion : and ſo it 
apperith, that he conkeſſeth that there 
ig ſuche a diuiſion: and yet not with⸗ 
ſtandinge, that he confeſſeth ſuche a 
diuiſion to be, yet foꝛ al that in al his 
Apologie he deuiſeth no remedy how 
to appeſe it, but only thꝛough the er⸗ 
ecucion of ſtreite lawes, and by harde 
coꝛrection of hereſpes: and he goeth 
very moche aboute alſo to perſwade, 

that ſome of the thinges that be aleid 
inthe ſaid treatiſe fo2 part ofthe cau- 
ſes of the ſatd dtuilon,be no cauſes of 
diuiſion. Ind ſomtyme he ſaith by ge 
neral woꝛdes, that there is no ſuffici⸗ 
ent cauſe of diuiſion aleyed takynge 


that as it were a good anſwerpto the

ſaid tretiſe. But ſurely it is not ſo foꝛ 
ſeinge that he hath confeſſed a diuiſiõ 
hym ſelfe, it foloweth that al though 
he coude auoyde all the conſtderatios 
that be aleyed fo2 cauſes of the ſayde 
diuiſpon, as he doeth not ne can not 
do: yet had he littel done to helpe the 
diuiſion, that he conteſſeth to remayn 
betwene them: but if He coulde haue 
pꝛoued them that J haue aſſigned fo2 
cauſes of the ſayde diuiſton, to be no 
cauſes of diuiſion: Ind than wolde 
haue leyd ſom other cauſe therof hym 
elfe, and ther vpon haue diuiſed how 
the cauſes myght haue ben auoyded: 
then had it appered, that he had ſome 
what endeuoy:ed- hym ſelke to haue 
made peace and concoꝛde: but as he 
hath now handled him ſelfe in the ma 
tier, it ſhulde ſeme that he hath not ſo 
great a ʒele to haue the ſayde diuiſion 
appeſed, as he oughte to haue had. 
And lurely conſidering not onely the 
wiſcomeand lerningthatis hun

but alſo the great auctoꝛitie and expe 
rice, that he hath had in this realme 
in tyme paſte, wherby he myght right 
well haue perceyued, and as Jthintze 
verily doth perceyue, that the gruges 
and murmures that hath ben and yet 
be bet wirt the ſpiritualtie a the tẽpo⸗ 
raltie in this realme, haue begũne by 
other thinges mo2e tha by hereſies, fo 
that although hereſies were clerely er 
tincted: yet al thinges were not quiet 
betwirt them:1t is to me a right great 
merueille, that he hath done no moze 
to acquiete thoſe other thynges, then 
he hath done. Foz ſurely many right 

good, trewe,and catholyke men haue 
grudged ⁊ do yet grudge apenſt ma⸗ 
ny ſpiritual men fo2 them.

altie, as is (aid befoze : it muſt nedes 
folow therupon, that though it were 
admitted, that all tho murmurs and 
grudges roſe onely of a defaulte and 
vntrewe ſuſpicion in the laye people, 
without any occaſion gyuen to them 
by the ſpititualtie, that yet Hit were 
right highly neceſſary foꝛ al ſpiritual 
men to loke wel vpon the matier and 
with great diligence to put to al their 
ſtudy foz helping of the people out of 
the offence, that they renne in by ſuch 
wꝛonge iugement and lyght ſuſpicio: 
fo: ſurely the ſpiritualtie may not let 
the people lye ſtyll in that wꝛonge iu⸗ 
gement, and thinke them ſelfe ſafe p⸗ 
nough, bicauſe they gyue no cauſe to 
it. Foꝛ if the thing that the lay people 
take occaſion to offend by, may be left 


without offence, by whom ſo euer it 
be done: he is bounden in conſcience 


to leue it tyll he haue opened the ma⸗ 
tier ſo plapnely to them, that their of- 
fence ſhal therin celle, oneles 1 —

fallen into the ſclander of the Phart- 
ſies : how moche moze then are ſpiri⸗ 
tual men (that haue taken the charge 
ouer the people) bounden to leave all 
ſuche thinges, as the peple offende by 


by their occaſiõ, what lo euer they be 


that may laufully be left, though they 
be indifferent, 02 percale good dedes 
of the lelfe ( verily moch moꝛe ) if thet 
be boud to leue ſuch good dedes oz in 
differẽt dedes, fo2 the offcce of the peo 
ple, that myght folowe therby: than 
ar they molt (pectally bound to leaue 
all thynges, that be euplle, oz haue 
apparance of euyl, to helpe the iudge 
met and ſuſpicion of the people. And 
of this matter J haue ſomwhat ſpo⸗ 
ken in the laſte chapiter of the ſayde 
tretiſe, but maſter Mooꝛe doth nat te 
ard that poynt, but endeuozeth hun 
lte very moche to oppꝛeſle all them 


ritualtie, oz ſpeke of them, and di⸗ 
ſeth nothinge howe to haue the de⸗ 
kautes 


[tt wyll ſhewe luche thynges of the

fautes amẽded ne pꝛouideth not any 
maner of remedy therin but after his 


minde pꝛoueth an intollerable defaut 


in the people, by ſuche iudgementes, 
where he thynketh they had no cauſe 
ſo to do, and pet they haue in dede x 
there he leauith them, as though the 
hole cauſe a pꝛincipall defautes were 
tully in them. And lurely in that iuge 
ment he is right karre deceyued. And 
yet though it were as he layth therin, 

the lpirituaite were not therfo2e clere 
— diſcharged foz the n e re 

erſed. 


¶ An aunſwere to two oblections of 
the ſaid Apologie, the.iiij.chap. 


Haue in the ſaide treatyſe ſhewed 
lom defautis in ſpiritual men, and 
alſo ſome in tẽpoꝛal men: And J haue 
ſaid alſo, that ſpiritual men ſomtyme 
haue ſpoken euil woꝛdes of late men, 
and haue ſapde that they loue no pꝛe⸗ 


ſtes: and that ſomtime late men haue 
done 


—— 
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done like wile of ſpiritual men, affir- 


ming that there is no good pꝛeſt, and 
that ſome lay men wyl cal them hoꝛe⸗ 
ſon pꝛieſtes: And therfoze J (aye fer- 
ther there, that if al theſe woꝛdis were 
pꝛohibited on bothe parties, it wolde 
do gret good. And to pꝛoue that this 
maner of handling is not conuentent 
foꝛ makinge of a peace, but rather to 
make moze variance betwyrte them, 


maiſter Mooꝛe bꝛingeth in this exam 


ple, that it there were a variaunce be⸗ 
twirt a man and his wyfe, à one that 
intendeth to pacifie them, wold ſhewe 
the one of them the defautes of the o⸗ 
ther: that that ſhulde haplie diſpleaſe 
them both, ſpecially if it were ſhewed 
befoꝛe their neighbours ; and than he 
thinketh it is ſo lykewyſe tn this caſe, 
to ſhewe the defautes betwirt the ſpi 
ritualtie and the tempozaltie openly, 
And verily J merueyle moche, that 
maiſter Moꝛe wyll bzynge foꝛth that 
We of a man and his wyte, and 
com- 
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Chapiter IX 


compare it to the lpiritualtie and the 
tempoꝛaltie: Foꝛ there is moſte com⸗ 
monly ſuche a tendernelle of loue be⸗ 
twyrte a man and his wyke, thoughe 
there appere lomtyme ſome outward 
variãce to be betwixte them, that if a 
man wolde ſhewe the one ok them the 
others defaute, à that ſpecially afoze 
their neyghbours, He might Haply di⸗ 
ſpleſe them both x do but lyttel good, 
as mayſter Moꝛe laith : but the moze 
pitie is, there is no ſuche tendernes of 
loue in this cale nowe betwirt the ſpi 
ritualtie and tempoꝛalte: Fo as it is 
wel knowẽ as the woꝛlde goeth now 
the ſpiritualtie, as to the multitude, 
may bere it righte well in gree to here 
the tempoꝛalte openly diſpꝛaiſed and 
in lyke wyle ſome ok the tempozaltie 
map bere it righte well in pacience to 
here dekautis leid in the ſpiritualte, in 
ſo moche that as it is oft times ſene, 
if a pꝛieſt be amonge lay men, he can 


not better content them, as to mooſte 
B com- 
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companies, than to ſpeke ofthe pꝛide 
and couetice ot pꝛieſtes. Ind in lyke 
wyle a lay ma that is among pꝛeſtis, 
dan not better pleale them, as to ma- 
np pꝛieſtes than to ſay that laye men 
do not loue pꝛieſtes, ne honour them, 
as they ſhulde do. And therfoze it ap⸗ 
pereth euidently, that maiſter Moꝛes 
ſimilitude lerueth not in this caſe:but 
what ſo euer it be in this caſe ok ſhe⸗ 
wyng of the defautes of the one to the 
other, pet J wot not what hurt coude 
come ok it to pꝛohibite, that neither 
part ie ſhulde ſpeke vnlitting wo2des 
of the other, and ſo it ſemeth that in 
theſe two poyntes , mapſter Moo2e 
wolde haue founde a defaute, where 
there was none, 

¶ And then to an other obtectio that 
he lapeth, where it appereth that he 
wold haue had the defautes of the ſp 
ritualtie, cõteyned in the ſecond chap, 
of the ſaid tretiſe moꝛe ſecretly ſhewid 
vnto them, thã al be in the layd tre⸗ 


tiſe

tiſe, that is to (ap in latine tongue, as 
the famous clerke Johñ Gerſon reci⸗ 
teth them a not in the engliſhe togue, 
To that it map be anſwered, that the 
ſaid Johñ Gerſon wrote the layd de⸗ 
fautes to the general conſaile, and to 
haue wꝛiten them thither in his vul- 
gare tongue, that is to ſay in the fren 
che tongue, it had not ben couenient: 
foꝛ there were mo at that general con 
ſaile, that vnderſtode not the frenche 
tongue, then that vnderſtode it: but 
the ſaide treatiſe was made onely foz 
the peple of this tealme, and therfoze 
the engliſhe toge in this realme was 
moſte conuenient. And ouer that ſith 
ſpirituall men haue had the ſayde de⸗ 
kautes, and diuers other, whiche be o⸗ 
mittid in the laide treatiſe, in latine e⸗ 
uer ſith the time of the laid Johñ Ger 
ſon, and yet appereth litell trute of az 
mendement therby. Ind ſeinge alſo 
that it is not pꝛohibitid, but that they 
might laufully be translated into en⸗ 

Bi gliſhe 
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gliſhe: therfoze J haue bꝛought ſom 
of them into the engliſhe tõgue to the 
intent that ſome good man, that ſhal 
rede them hereafter, (hall haplie put 
them in remembꝛance in luche maner 

that there (hall folowe ſome good re⸗ 
fo2mation : And J haue ſpoken of de 
fautes and abuſes in the ſpiritualtie, 
moꝛe then of defautis in the tcpo2al- 
tie, bicauſe the ſpiritualte ought to be 

the gyders 4 gyuers of light by they2 
doctrine and good examples to the tc 
poꝛaltie: 4 it their light be derkenes 
where ſhal the tempozalte then fetche 
their light: truely J wote not where. 
And J doubt that then they both ſhal 
walke ſtyll in derkenes. And therkoze 
it is that Jhoñ Chꝛyſoſtom ſaith vp- 
pon Matthewe the. xxi. Chap. That 
if pꝛeeſthode be holle and ſounde, all 
the + 20996 9k flouryſſheth : and if it be 
coꝛrupte, the feyth and vertue of the 
people fadeth alſo # vaniſheth away, 


Let this therkoꝛe as to this poynte - 
the

the final cõcluſion fo2 this tyme, that 
who ſo euer pꝛoueth defautes to be in 
the tempoꝛaltie, he pꝛouith alſo defau 
tes to reigne in the ſpiritualtie: and 
therfoꝛe the defautes in the tempoꝛal 
tie wyll neuer be auoyded tyl the de⸗ 
fautes in the ſpiritualtie be fy2ſte re⸗ 
foꝛmed: and therfoze haue J fyꝛſt ſpo 
ken of ſom dekautes that be in the ſpi 
ritualtie. And though maiſter Moze 
can not denie them, yet al the amend⸗ 
mentis that he a leich in his Apologie 
ig onely in puniſhment of hereſies as 
is (aid befo2e : whervnto he ſpecially 
moueth the o2dinaries not to be lack 
noꝛ the moꝛe rempylle foꝛ feare ofcuill 
woꝛdes and ſclaunder of the people. 
And if they be therkoꝛe the moꝛe ſlack 
in calling,attaching,and examining, 
and farther oꝛdering ok heretikes: he 
ſaith, god wyl not faile to make falle 
in theyꝛ neckes the double ſclander of 
that, fro whens they fled, And in an 


other place he moueth the tempozalte 
Bij to 
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to ioyn with the ſpiritualtie eche with 


other louingly to repꝛeſſe kepe vn- 
der thole vngratious folke, by whom 
he meaneth heretikes . Upon whiche 
mocion J ſhall ſomewhat ſhewe my 
mynde, as here after foloweth in the 


nerte chapitre.

Ts to be conſidered that there ar 
in this tealme, to that purpoſe that 
I inted with goddis grace to ſpeke of 
nowe in this chapitre, foure ſoꝛtis of 
people, wherof the firſt (o2t is of good 
men ſpiritual and tempozal, that liue 
wel and do good dedes, gyue good cx 
amples to the people, do no wzonge 
to their neighbours wittingly,and if 
they do any 1gnozantly, they ar glad 
when they know it, to make amedes, 
and ouer this they kepe the trewe ca- 
tholical feith: how be it foꝛ a ſpiritual 
weikenes that is in them, and foꝛ an 
 tnozdinatloue that they haue to —

owne bodily caſe. they wylle take no 
peyne ne diſpleaſure fo2 meintenance 
of the feithe, ne fo2 the good 02d2e of 
the people, no2 care not fo2 it: ſo that 
they lyue well them ſelfe. 

The ſeconde ſoꝛte is noted to be of 
them that lyue wel, à do wel, a beleue 
in euery thing, as the firſt ſoꝛt do and 
ouer that if they here of any errours.

A merueilous railing faſhion, wherin 
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: The fy ſte 
Ithinke verilye, he dothe not as he 
wolde de done to: fo2 it appereth in 
his apologie, that he loueth no ray⸗ 
linge toward hym ſelfe. But what he 
ſhuld meane by that terme (the newe 
bꝛochid bꝛethern in good feith J can 
not tel: but when he calleth them the 
euangelical bꝛetherne, me thinketh it 
is a commendacion to them, fo it is 
good to folow the goſpel, J pꝛey god 
ſend vs mani that wil do it. And now 
wyll J ſay ſomewhat kerther concer⸗ 
nyng this matier, and that is this. J 
merueile moche, howe maiſter Moꝛe 
burſt foꝛ offence of his coſcience,x fo2 
dꝛede of the kinges diſpleaſure, and 
of the holle realme, bzing vp ſuche a 
ſclãderous name in this realme, and 
put it in pꝛint, that may lightly touch 
not only many of the comon people, 
but alſo of the gretteſt of the realme, 
as well ſpirituall as tempoꝛall: if he 
and other of his affinitie lyſte to calle

therne, o2 of the good bꝛetherne. And 
in this poynte it lemeth, that he koꝛ⸗

ges, he ſhuld cõmyt them to other vn⸗ 
der hym, that he might the moze frely 
take hede to heuenly thinges. And fo2 
as moche as it ſemeth, that ſir Tho. 

ooze, by thele woꝛdes that he hath 
ſpoken afoꝛe, entendeth to fauour the 
polleſſions of the churche: J lome- 
what merueile ok his woꝛdes that he 
ſpeaketh in the later ende ot the. xxij. 
chap. of his Apologie, where he laith 
thus : that by his truth he meruatleth 
noche to ſe {ome folke nowe ſo moche 
and ſo boldly to ſpeake of takinge a⸗ 
way any poſſeſſions of the clergie:fo2 
he ſayth, that ones in the tyme of the 
famous pꝛince kynge Henry the. iij. 
about the time of a great rumble that 


the heretizes made, whan they wolde 
haue

haue diſtroyed not the clergie onely, 
but the king allo and his nobilitie to, 
there was a foliſhe bil and a falce put 
into a parliament oꝛ twayn, and ped 
as they were wozthy:yet hadde 7 J ne- 
uer ſeith he, founden in all my tyme, 
while J was conuerſant in the court, 
of all the nobilitie of this lande a- 
boue the nombze of. vii. of whiche le⸗ 
uen there ar nowe thꝛe deed, that euer 
J percepued to be of the mynde, that 
it were either righte o2 reaſonable, o2 
coude be to the realm pꝛokitable, with 
out lauful cauſe, to take any pollelli⸗ 
ons away from the clergie. And ſithe 
maiſter Mooꝛe leith that he hath not 
kno wen aboue leuen, wherofhe ſaith 
thꝛe are deed that were ok the mynde, 
that it were reſonable without cauſe, 
to take polleſſions frome the clergie, 
In whiche wo2des it is includid that 
he knewe ſeuen ok that mynde, whole 
opinions it liketh hun to reherle and

ſemeth that if they wolde haue ſayde, 


that it had ben lautul with a cauſe to 
take poſſeſſions from the churche, he 
wolde haue allowed that ſaying mo- 
che better than the other: but what 
cauſe he wolde thynke reaſonable in 
that behalfe to take the poſſeſſtons 
from the clergie, and what not, J can 
not telle.

(hall ſurely do moche good, And if he 
wil ble it to derken a ſentence, and to 
couert and kepe ſecrete the truthe: he 
may do great hutt, and that moꝛe tha 
he ſhall thinke him lelfe. 

Though 
it were admitted, that the ſaid ſentece 
ſhuldeſounde to this eftecte, that the 
vartaces betwirt pꝛieſtis and pꝛieſtis 
were mo2eto be lamented, than the 
variances betwirt religious # religi⸗ 
ous, oꝛ bet wixte pꝛieſtis # religious:

And fo2 as moche 
as pꝛiſtis be moꝛe vnuerſally abꝛode 
inthe realme in cyery cite towne and 
many particular houles & villages, 
moꝛe than religious men be, lo that 
their good exaple may do moꝛe good 
vnitzerſally amonge the people, then 
the examples of religious men map, 
whiche be not lo vntuerſally conuer⸗ 
ſant among the people, as pꝛiſtis be: 
And that the euyl examples ok pꝛiſtis 
may by lyke reaſon do moꝛe hurte to 
the people, then the euil examples of 
religious men maye do: Therkoꝛe it 
may be right conueniently laide that 
the diuiſion betwirt pꝛieſtis and pꝛi⸗ 
ſtes is moze to be lamented, then the

haue bene ſpoken ok and knowen in

diuiſion betwirt religious and religt 
ous, and not foꝛ that, that the perfe-

And ik maiſter Mooꝛe 
wyll haply ſaye that there is no ſuche 
variance bet wirt pꝛieſtis and pziſtis, 
let hym loke vnto the variances that

ception, it is apparant.Fo2 ywis eue⸗ 
rye man knoweth that (ome pꝛieſtes 
be religious, and that as many relt- 
gious be pꝛiſtes: But by that woꝛde 
pꝛieſtis J toke it, and pet do take it to 
be vnderſtande ſeculer pꝛieſtes, and 


not religious pꝛieſtis: fo2 fo it hathe 


ben alway taken by a common accep⸗ 
taunce and vle amonge the people in 
tyme paſte, that is to lape, that whan 
a man lpeketh of pꝛieſtes, it is to be 
vnderſtande of leculer pꝛieſtis, and 
not of religious pꝛieſtis. As i a man 
wil ſay, he lawe in ſuche a churche oz 
at ſuche a ſermon an. C. oz. ij. C. pꝛi⸗ 
ſtes: All the herers wyl vnderſtande, 
that he meaneth it of ſeculer pꝛieſtis, 
and not of reltgious: without he ſhew 
it hym ſ[elfe that they were religious, 
And there is alſo in the lawe of the 
realme (as maiſter ooze knoweth 
right well) ſome ſuche caſes, that the 
common opinion ok the people hath

d2yuen a certayntie of meanynge in 
dyuers thynges, whiche the law hath 
amytted, ſo that no man ſhall bere- 
ceyued to ſay it was otherwiſe ment, 
but as the lawe grouded vpon the cõ⸗ 
mon opinto of the peple hath acceptid 
it. As if a man be boũde to pay an. C. 
li. at London it ſhal be vnderſtand ol 
the citie ot London in lo moche that 
thoughe there were an nother towne 
called London, and that hethat was 
bounde, thought that he ſhulde haue 
payd it there: yet fo2 the comon amit⸗ 
tance of al the people ofthe realme in 
that caſe, that by this terme London 
hath vnderitonde the citie of Lödon, 
hit (hall be vnderſtande of the citie of 
London, and there he (hal be bounde 
to pay it. And ſo it is if a man be boũd 
to pay. xx.li. at Michaelmas in ſuche 
ayere, he ſhalbe bounde to pape it at 
the keaſte ot ſayncte Mighell, that is 
the. xxix. day of Septembze, and pet 
there be other feltes of ſeynt Michel,

as Michaelis in monte tumba,XFalſo the ap 
partition of {aint Mighell, but theſe 
_- fealtes are not vnderſtande ainonge 
the people by that generall terme of 
Mighelmas but the other feeſt wher 
at commonly rentes be payde, leaſes 
begyn, ſeruantes be moſt commonly 
retepned and depart. and ſuche other. 
And therfoze whanne it is ſpoken of 
- Michaelmas , hit is vnderſtande of 
the laid keeſt in the later ende of Sep 
tembꝛe. And therkoze though maiſter 
Mooze doo not vnderſtonde by that 
woꝛde pꝛieſtis leculer pꝛieſtes yet the 
common vle and acceptaunce of the 
people wyll take it lo. But nowe ad- 
mitte it that both the ſatde obtection 
of ſyꝛ Tho. Moe were good, a that 
it were graunted hym, that he ſhulde 
haue al his mynd therin:pet ik it were 
well conſidered, how lytel frute ſhuld 
folowe of his exceptions, it might be 
meruapled, why he toke theym. Foz

coulde folowe vpon them, And if his 
Apologie be well 4th2oughely loked 
vpon, concernyng the ſaid tretiſe: it 
is lyke wile of dyuers other or his ob 
iections in his apologie: and though 
J haue not ſaid lo at thende of every 
ſuch obiection, that J haue anſwered 
to, and (hal anl were to: yet the reder 
whan he hath redde any of my ſayde 
anſwers, map conlider to what effect 
the obiection, that maſter Moꝛe doth 
make in that behalte, ſhuld ſerue: Ad- 
mytte it to be trewe all that he ſaide, 
ct he [hall fynde that in many of them

the laid treatiſe, in the fyꝛſt cha⸗ 
1 pure, it is (aid thus: And ſome laie 
ms lep ferther, that though religious 
men haue varied with religious, and 
that ſome pꝛieſtis haue varyed alſo 
with religious in ſome poyntes, con⸗ 
cerning the pꝛeheminence ok their per 
fection (as is ſaid befoꝛe) that pet in 
ſuche thinges as perteyn to the main 
tenauce of the wozldelp honour of the 
churche, and of ſpiritual men, whiche 
they cal the honour of god, and in ſu⸗ 
che thinges as perteyn to the increaſe 
of the ryches of lpiritual men, religi- 
ous oꝛ lecular, they ſey, they agree al 
in one. And when maiſter Moꝛe hath 
reherſed the lalde woꝛdes of the ſaide 
treatiſe, he ſaith thus: As fo2 calling 
the woꝛldly Honour of the churche d 
of ſpiritual men the honour ol god, F 
wote 
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wote nere whether J perceyue well, 
what this ma mentth therbi. And ther 
foꝛe to remoue the doubt, that maiſter 
Mooꝛe is in, in that behalfe, J ſhall 
ſpeke ſomwhat ferther of honour tha 
J dydde in the laid tretiſe, as J haue 
fonde it wüten by other, and that is: 
Fy2(t fynde wꝛitten that honour is 
onely due fo2 vertue. Allo that no mã 
may couet honour withoute offence, 
except it be onely coueited to the ho- 
nour of god. And J fynde alſo, that 
an ino2dinate appetite of honour ts 
deedly ſinne of hym that coueteth it: 
like as ambition is deedly ſynne. And 
therfo2e it is [ayde, vij. qi in ſcripturis, 
that to hym that deſireth honour, it 
ts to be denied: and to hym that refuz 
ſeth it, it ts to be offered. And the phi⸗ 
loſopher, ij. Ethic. ſapth, that they be 
not ſothfaſtly ſtronge, that foꝛ honoz 
do great thinges. wherby it ſemeth, 
that his mening ts,that ſtronge thin- 
ges and thynges of great difftcultie, 
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ar to be done fo2 loue of vertu, rather 
then fo2 loue of honour, The F mene 
ferther, that if any ſpiritual ma wold 
accepte a woꝛldly honour, by reaſon 
of any ſpiritual dignitie, # god were 
therby diſhonoꝛed as it may be by ma 
ny circũſtances, as if foꝛ ſuche woꝛld⸗ 
ly honour charitie be in any maner 
bꝛoken 02 denied iuſtice delaied any 
of the. vij. ſacramentes not duly mi⸗ 
niſtred : 02 the people not diligentely 
and plainly inſtructed : that then it is 
not to be called Honour to god, but ra 
ther diſhonour, and that yet ſom laye 
men ſay, they cal it an honour to god. 
And ſurely the truthe is, that many 
late men ley, that fo2 the meintenance 
of ſuch woꝛldli honour ſpiritual men 
both religious and ſeculer, be negli⸗ 
gent ſomtyme in luche thinges, as be 
bekonꝛe reherſed, and that yet they call 
ſuche woꝛldly honour the honour of 
god. And if it be not ſo as they ſey, the 

ar ſpiritual rulers bonden to help the 


people 
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people out of that iugement and els 
they benot without offence them ſelf, 
And if it be as the people ſay, than ar 
ſpiritual men bounde to refo2me it. 
And whether there be ſuch a iugemẽt 
in many of the people o2 not, that is 
to ſey, that ſpiritual men agree in one 
to mepnteyne the woꝛldly Honour of 
the churche : let the comon opinion of 
moche parte of the people ſpirituall x 
tempoꝛal, be iuge, whether many lay 
men ſay ſo oꝛ not. 

And then maiſter Mooꝛe goeth fer⸗ 
ther and ſayth: that where J ſape (as 
befoꝛe appereth) that ſome late men 
ſaye, that in al ſuche thinges, that is 
to ſay foꝛ the woꝛldly honour and ri⸗ 
ches ok the church, al the clergie both 
ſeculer and religious agree to gether, 
he ſayth : that J can (if J wil) tel the 
ſame ſome late men, that ſo tolde me, 
that ſome other lay men ſay nay : foꝛ 
they (ey that they ſe verie wel, that in 
al thoſe thingis there are nowe ſome 
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ſuche of the clergie, fach as it is pitie, 
that euer they were therof, either ſect 
lar pꝛieſtes 02 religious perſons. And 
pet are there ſaith maiſter Moꝛe ſome 
ſuche of bothe, whiche nowe caſte of 


their fauoure krome bothe twayne, 


and fro the ch2iſten feithe alſo. This 


isa very derke ſentence, ſo moche in⸗ 
triked with ſome layes, after the ma- 
ner ok a geſtyng facion that it is ſom 
what harde to perceyue his mynde in 
it: but yet two thinges there be, that 


I note in tho woꝛdes, wherevnto El! 
ſhall ſhewe my conceyte : One is that 


he laith, that J can tell, if J wyl. that 


ſome lay men ſay that pꝛiſtes and re⸗ 
ligious do not agree in that poynt to 
meinteyn woꝛldly honour and riches 


ok ſpiritual men: Ind in good faithe 


J do not remembꝛe, that euer any lap 
manne fayde nay therto. And ferther 


mozeit is but a ſmalle reaſon to pers 
ſuade that pꝛieſtes and religious do 
not agree in that popnt, bicauſe ſome

laie men ſhulde ſep to me that they ſe 
verie wel, that ſome ok the clergie be 
fallen from them bothe into hereſies, 
that he there remembꝛeth, that wyll 
not therkoꝛe as his menyng is, in tho 
popntes, ne in none other agree with 
them that be catholike. Foz though it 
were admitted, that ſome be kalben in⸗ 
to herelies : yet it is not like, that that 
ſome is lo great, ne maiſter ooze 
ſayth not hym lelfe, that it is ſo great 
but that pꝛieſtis and religious as to 
the multitude may yet beſide them a⸗ 
gree in one to the meintenãce of their 
wozldly honoure, 
The ſeconde is, that as J take it, he 
ſaith, that J can telle, if Þ will, that 
ſome laie men ley, that they ſee verye 
wel, that there ar ſom ſuch of the cler⸗ 
gie, ſuche as it is pitie that euer they 
were therof, either ſecular pꝛieſtes oꝛ 
religious perſons. Ind verily if his 
woꝛdes there lhalbe take to be ot that 


effecte, as J take them to be, that lay 
D in men 
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men ſay ſo, the { wal anſwer to them 
thus, that in good feith there was ne- 


ucr any late man, ne pet religious, to 


my remembꝛance that hath tolde me, 
that there were any ſuche in the cler⸗ 
gie, ſuche as hit was pitte, that euer 
they were therof. And J can not lee 
how any man might ley ſo, 4 be ſure 


that he layth truthe. Foꝛ thoughe hit 


were ſo, that ther were ſom ſuch of the 
clergie, that were fallen into ſuche he 
reſies, as he ſpeketh of:yet to ſey that 
it is pitie, that euer they were eyther 
ſecular pꝛieſtes o2 religious: IJ can 
not ſe howe that can be affirmed with 


but offence.Foꝛ none is ſo euil, but he 
map amende, and ſo may they ik any 


ſuche be, and ſhal than haue the acci⸗ 


dentall rewarde koꝛ their eſtate of ly⸗ 


uynge, beſide the comon rewarde of 


charite, that euery good chꝛiſten man 


ſhal haue, as wel as if they had neuer 
offended. Ind verily me thinketh tho 


wes ſhulde be ſome what dange⸗ 


tous 
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rous fo2 any man to ſey, that it was 
pitie, that euer they were ſecular pꝛe⸗ 
ſtes oꝛ religious. Foꝛ it ſhulde ſeme. 
that tho woꝛdes ſhulde amount to as 
moche, as that repentance ſhulde not 
be of effecte hereafter to them: oꝛ that 
they wolde neuer repent. And that J 
can not thinketo be his meanynge. 
Foꝛ many tyines he commendeth the 
ſacrament of penance. And therkoze 
his meanynge ſemeth to be, that tho 
lay men, that ſo repoꝛte, ſhuld meane 
by thoo woꝛdes, that there are nowe 
ſom of the clergie, both pꝛiſtes à relt- 
gious, that it they cõtinue in the ſame 
mynde, as they be nowe of, withoute 
repentance: that they ſhulde not dye 
in the (tate of grace. But ik he mente 
by his woꝛdes ſo, it had ben wel done 
that he had plainly ſhewed his minde 
that he mente ſo: oꝛ elles peraduen⸗ 
ture ſome other myghte myſtake the 
intẽt ot his wzityng therin as he him 
ſelfe might happen to do, if the ſame

ſtinacie, oꝛ luche other. And J truſte, 
th t there is no ſuche deſperate wꝛet⸗ 
che lyuing in this woꝛld. Ind ik there 


voꝛdis were written by an other ma, 
und though there were any men reli⸗ 
gious oꝛ pꝛiſtis, whiche god foꝛbede, 


that died finally without repẽtãce:pet 


it is to me a great doubte, whether it 
might be ſaide + verified, that it was 
pitie that euer they were religious 02 
pꝛiſtis. Fo2 as me ſemeth, it map not 
be wel laid, that it was pite that euer 
the diuel was create. Fo: he hath fo2 
his malice his iuſte punicion, whiche 


cõömendeth hyghly in almighty god, 


his rightwiſe iugement. 

[ſo me ſemeth, that ſom other wo2- 
des, that mapſter Moonꝛe ſpeaketh a⸗ 
geinſt offenders,be lomtime very ſo2e 
and hardly ſtandynge with charitie, 
as to cal any man deſperate wzetche, 
oz to ley that he is periſhed in his ob⸗ 


were, J think verily if maiſter Woze 
the ught he coulde doo VO conn: 
ozt, 
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foꝛte, he wolde leaue honour, landis, 
t goodis to ſe it he coude cofo2t hym, 
and ſo perauenture to ſaue hym in bo 
die and in ſoule, rather then to ſe him 
finally periſhe. And ſurely ſo oughte 
euery chꝛiſten ma to do ſptrituall and 
tempoꝛal, but moſt ſpecially ſptritu- 
al men, by reſon of the perfection of li 
uing,that they haue take vpon them, 
moꝛe then any tempozal man hath,

N the ſatd treatiſe, in the fy2ſt cha⸗ 
pitre it is recited among other thin 
ges, that ſome men ſay, that all ſpirt- 
tual me, as to the multitude, be mo2e 
diltgent to enduce the people to ſuche 
thinges as (hall bꝛynge ryches to the 
church, as to giue money to trentals, 
and to funde chanteries and obites, 
and to obteyne pardons and to go on 
pylgremages, and luche other rather 
thi thep be to enduce them to the — 
men 
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ment of their debtis, to make reſtitu⸗ 
cion fo2 ſuche w2onges as they haue 
done, o2 to do the wozkes of mercy to 
their neighbours. that be poze 4 nedi, 
and that ſomtyme be alſo in right ex⸗ 
treme necellite. And vpon theſe woꝛ⸗ 
des mapſter Mooꝛe in his Apologie 
perſuadeth, that it is to be colidered, 
that littel pꝛofite cometh to the chur- 
che by all thele thinges, and ſpecially 
of trentals, he ſayth thus: Lo (ſayth 
he) they be the thinges ye wote wel, 
wherby the multitude of the clergie, 
and ſpectally the pꝛelates, get euerye 
man ainonge them an infinite trelure 
in a pere, ſo that hit is no meruaplle, 
though the hole clergie lecular and re 
ligious, what variaunce ſo euer they 
haue amõge them ſelfe beſide concer⸗ 
ning the pꝛeheminence of their perfe- 
ction, agree to gether. But ſurely all 
theſe wo2des of maiſt Moꝛe anſwere 
not to the effecte of the ſayde treatiſe. 


Foz the eſtecte of the aide _ — 
at 
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that debtes and reſtitutiõs ought af- 
ter the due oꝛder of charitie firſt to be 
done befoꝛe trentalles, foundynge of 
chantries and obites o2 ſuche other: 
but when debtis and reſtitutions be 
made. and poo2e men in extreme ne⸗ 
ceſſitie ſomewhat pꝛouyded foꝛ: then 
the ſaid treatiſe ſpeaketh nothynge a⸗ 
geynſt it, but that it is right good to 
haue obites, trentals, chanteries and 
ſuche other dedes of ſupererrogation 
done fo2 them x fo2 their anceſtours, 
after as their deuotion gyueth. And 
ſurely ſcing that this matter is ſo ne- 
ceſſarie a thinge foz the good oꝛder of 
charitie amonge a great parte of the 
people to be.loked on, J meruaplle 
greatly, that maiſter Mooꝛe ſpeketh 
no moꝛe to helpe it foꝛwarde than he 
dothe. Foꝛ the moſt that he doth ther 
in is to make it appere that littel pꝛo 
fite cometh therby to ſpiritual men re 
ligious oꝛ ſecular : ſo that there is no 
likelphode, that al ſpirituall men, as 


to 
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to the multitude, ſhulde be moꝛe dilt⸗ 
gent to induce the people to ſuch thin 
ges, then to paiement of debtis, ma⸗ 
kinge ok reſtitutions, oꝛ to do good 
dedes foꝛ reliefe of theit pooꝛe neigh⸗ 
bours. But to what effecte this per⸗ 
ſuaſion ſerueth, verily J ſe not: Fo2 
be the p2ofite great oꝛ littel it ſpiritu⸗ 
all men, fo2 the p2ofyte therof, luche 
as it is, be it moꝛe 02 leſſe be mo2e di⸗ 
ligent to meinteine it, then the other 
befo2c reherſed, that be moꝛe chatita⸗ 
ble then that is: wolde it not be lokid 
on and cefourmed, and be bꝛoughte 
hens fo2ward into a good charitable 
wep ? Uerily J trowe no man wil ſep 
the contrarie. And yet maiſter Moe 
doth no moꝛe, but as it is ſaid befoze, 
fyꝛſte perſuadeth the pꝛokites to be li⸗ 

tell, and after he thanketh god he ne⸗ 
uer harde ok any one, that euer wolde 
giue that conſeile. But what helpeth 
that, though he neuer herde it, ik it be 
pet ſo in dede, as he denyeth not er- 
pzelly 
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pꝛellp, but that it is? But fo2 a likeli⸗ 
hode, whether it be ſo 02 not, this map 
be conſidered, that certayne it is, that 
manp wꝛonges haue be done in tyme 
paſte, bothe of landes and goodes, 
Wherkoꝛe reſtitution ought to haue 
ben made er that the linne could haue 
be fo:gtue. Foz ſaint Auguſtyn ſaith, 
Non dimittitur peccatum, niſi reſtituatur abla- 
tum, that is to ſape, The lpnnets not 
foꝛgyuen tyl the thing that is wzong 
fully taken away, be reſtoꝛed ageyne. 
And it this be true, let it then be conſt 
dered, what it ſhulde meane, that ſo 
fewe reſtitutions haue ben made this 
xx.oꝛ.cxx.vyeres paſſed oʒ perauenture 
moꝛe. And if it be ſatd, that men be ſo 
loth to haue their w2onges knowen, 
that they wyl in no wiſe make reſtitu 
tiõ:it may be anſwered, that though 
ſome percaſe be ſo harde harted, that 
they wold be loth to haue their wꝛon⸗ 
ges knowen yet it is not like that all 
men wolde be lo,if they had good! cha 
ritable 
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ritable counſayle in that behalfe: but 

ik the ſpiritual counſayle wyl enclyne 
moꝛe to trentals, obytes, makynge of 
chaunteries, and luche other, rather 
then to reſtitutiõs, the due examĩatiõ 
that is requilite foꝛ making of reſtitu 
tiõs, may lightly be fo2goten, a ſo pa- 
uẽture it hath bene in ſome places in 
time paſt. Howe be it the right noble 
pꝛince of bleſled memoꝛy kyng HEN 

R Y the. VII. father of our ſouerayne 
loꝛde the kynge, that nowe is, wylled 
reſtitutions to be made: but how his 
wyll was perfourmed, J can nat tel: 
how be it what lo euer was done ther 
in, J ſuppole his good intente ſuffi⸗ 
lith to him. And to the intent J wold 
haue this matter the better loked on, 
J wolde here aduertiſe ſix Thomas 
Mooꝛe, not by way ot argument but 
fo2 the moze clerenes of conſcience , 
to conſyder whether is the moze cha- 
citable wey, firſt to make reſtitutiõs, 


pay n releue extreme pouer 
tie: 
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tie: and than after to do the other, yr 
he haue wherwith to do both, and elg 
to do the firſte and let the other paile : 
And if he thinke that this wey, that J 
haue moued be the moze charitable 
wey, that then he helpe hit fozwarde, 

rather than the other,and than not to 
blame any man that maketh that mo 
cion, as though he were ageynſt tren⸗ 
tals, obites, and luche other: fo2 he 
ts notageyn(t them directly, bat one- 
ly intẽdeth to haue them chaged into 
a moꝛe charitable oꝛder. Foꝛ though 
pꝛapers be tight expedient and helth⸗ 
full to the loule: yet they ſerue not in 
al caſes, as to diſcharge debtes 02 re- 
ſtitutions, where there is mough to 
paye them with: no moꝛe then there 
can be founde any one ſalue, that cau 

heale al maner ot ſooꝛes.

can le, a gret part of this pꝛoude and 
pompole apparel, that manp pꝛieſtis 
in peres not longe paſte ware by the 
pꝛide and ouerlight of ſom fewe foꝛ⸗ 
ced in a maner apenſt thepꝛ owne wil- 
les to weare, was befo2e his goodly 
conſeile, ſo by this pꝛety painted boke, 
pꝛiuely gyuen them in their ere (moch 
moꝛe 7 trow then the one halfe ſpent 
and in maner well woꝛne out) J wote 
wel it is woꝛne out with manp, whi⸗ 
che intende hereafter to bye no moꝛe 
ſuche ageyne. Ind foꝛ the reſidue of 
the countenaunce J dare be bolde ta 
warrant, that J canne fynde of thoſe 
that moſte may ſpende, whiche were 
they ſure, that it ſhulde in this matter 
do any good, wolde be well content x 
withdꝛa we from al theyz other coun⸗ 
tenance the chiefe parte of their mo-

And 
J durlt agayne be bolde to warrant, 
that if they ſo dyd, even the ſelfe ſame 
folke, thatnowe gruge and call them 
pꝛoude fo2 they2 countenance, wolde 
then fynde as great a gruge, and call 
them hypocrites fo2 theyꝛ almes, and 
ſey that they ſpende vpon naughtie 
beggers the good that was wonte to 
kepe good pomen. And that therby 
they bothe infeble and alſo diſhonour 
the realme. Thus far go the woꝛdes 
of ſtr Tho. Moe: wherby pe may per 
ceyue the good minde that many pꝛi⸗ 
ſtes haue concernynge pompous ap⸗ 
parel, whiche they haue woꝛne out, x 

neuer entende to bye no moze, wherin 
they be right moche to be comme ded. 
And ye may percepue alſo by his ſaid 
woꝛdes, the good mynde of lome of 
thoſe, that moſte may ſpende whiche 
(as he ſayth) he dare be bolde to war- 
rant, that it they knewe it wolde do 


good in this matier, wold well be con 
E j ten⸗ 
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tented to withdꝛawe from al they: o- 


ther countenance the chiefe parte of 
their mouables, and of theyꝛ perely lt 
uelode to: and out of hande beſtowe 
the one, c with their owne hande pere 
ly beſtowe the other vpon the pooze, 
And verily by theſe woꝛdes he hathe 
euidẽtly declared, that there is a right 
good, bleſſed, and charitable mynde 
in lome ſpiritual men, that moſt may 
deſpend that is to ſay to diſpole their 
landes and goodis in charitable ma⸗ 
ner, as befoze appereth. But the how 
the concluſion, that he maketh ther- 
vw vpon, map ſtande with chatitie, J can 
ik nat tell. Foz he ſaythe after, that he 
3 durſte be bolde agayne to warrante, 
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5 that if they ſo did, euen the ſame ſelfe 
. kolke, that nowe grudge and cal them 
1 pꝛoude fo2 their countenance, wolde 
then fynde as great a gruge, and call 
them hypocritis fo2 theyꝛ almes, and 
i ſay that they ſpende vppon noughtte 
s beggars the good that was 1 to 
b epe 
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kepe good pomen, And that therby 
they both enfeble and alſo diſhonour 
the realme . I can not ſee, but that in 
this ſayenge, he doth ageinſt the gol⸗ 
pell : Foz it is ſaid Matt. vij. Nolite wdi- 
care, & non indicabimini, that is, Juge ye 
not, and ye ſhal not be tuged. And pet 
maiſter Moꝛe iudgeth in this cale to 
the woꝛſte a thing that is vncertayn , 
And he doth therin alſo ageynſte the 
doctrine of ſa int Baule, whiche leyth 
Quis es tu, qui iudicas alienum ſeruum ? that 
is to ſay, who art thou that iugeſt an 
other mans ſeruant:! Ind he layth al⸗ 
ſo, Nolite iudicare ante tempus, Juge pe 
not befoze the time. And as me ſemith 
maiſter Moꝛe by that iugement hath 
done ageinſt all theſe doctrines. And 
me thynketh alſo, that he ſhuld rather 
haue comfozted them, that be of that 
good mynde, to folowe it, than any 
thynge to diſcourage them in it. And 
hit ſemeth rather to be a diſcourage 
than a comfozte, to ſaye , that if ther

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do it, ſom other wyl cal them hipocri⸗ 
tes fo2 their doing. Not withſtãding 


foꝛ as moche as they that be of that 


good mynd eme to be men of a good 


good in this matier: it is to thinke, 
that they will nat deferre their good 
pourpole fo2 no ſuche ſuſpicion that 


haply wil neuer com ne yet foꝛ no ſu⸗ 


ch vncharitable woꝛdes though they 


were ſpoken in dede. And J pꝛey god 


they do not, but that they pꝛocede in 


their good purpole. And if it were en⸗ 


acted by parliment, that diuers good 
lawes, whiche be al redie made by the 
church, concerning the diſpolicion of 
goodis of ſpiritual men, ſhuld be du⸗ 
ly put in execucion, with ſuch articles 
added therto, as (hall be thought ne- 


ceſſatie by patlpamente: J thynke it 


wold do moche good in this behalke. 


¶ The leuenthe Cha⸗ 
pyter, 


Jn 
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N thelatid treatiſe, kol. b. it is ſaide 
thus: Yet aboue all other thinges 
me thinketh that it is moſt to be lame 
ted, that ſpiritual men knowing theſe 
gruges and murmurations amonge 
the peple, and knowing alſo that ma⸗ 
ny laie men haue opinion, that a gret 
occaſion therofrileth by ſpiritual me, 
and that they do no moꝛe to appeſe 
them, ne to oꝛdꝛe them ſelfe in none o⸗ 
ther maner fo2 the appeſynge of them 
than they do: koꝛ al that they do ther⸗ 
in moſte cõmonlp is this, they take it, 
that they that fynde dekaute at ſuche 
abuſes and diſoꝛdꝛe, loue not pꝛiſtis. 
And therfo2e they eſteme that they 
do of inalice al that they do to diſtroy 
the churche, and to haue their goodis 
and poſſeſſions them ſelfe. Ind ther⸗ 
foꝛe they thinke it a good dede to ſee 
them puniſhed, fo that they (hall not 
be able to bꝛing their malice to effect, 
Ind therkoꝛe haue they puniſhed ma⸗ 
ny perſons, which moch people haue 
E iii iuged 
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iuged them to do vpon wil, and of no 


loue vnto the peple. This laſt clauſe, 


that is to ſay, Ind therfo2e they haue 
puniſſhed many perſons, whiche mo- 
che people haue iuged them to do vp⸗ 
pon wyl and ok no loue vnto the peo- 


ple, the ſaid Apologie, in the. 184. lefe 


reciteth truely. But in the. 187. lefe 
maiſter Mooꝛe in his Apologie ſeith, 
that J mi ſelfe ſay pleinly, that the ſpi 
ritualte haue puniſhed many perſons 
therkoꝛe, that is to (aye, bicauſe they 
take it that they that fpnde default at 
ſuche abuſions loue no pꝛieſtis: And 
that therkoꝛe they eſteme that they do 
of malice all that they do to diſtroye 
the churche. And therfoze they thinke 
it is a good dede to le them puniſhed, 
And in that he ſayth there, that J ſay 
playnelp thoſe woꝛdes mp ſelfe, he 
ſaith playnly ageinſt the letter of the 


laid treatiſe, which is, that they haue 


puniſhed many perſons, whiche mo⸗ 
che people haue iuged the to do 2 
wp 
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wyll and of no loue vnto the people, 
and not that J ſaide ſo my ſelfe, but 
what he mꝛaneth ſo to varie in the re⸗ 
herſinge of the lettre J can not redily 
tel, but it be that he wolde not haue it 
openly repoꝛted, that moche people 
take it ſo. But if he wolde make fer- 
ther ſerche therin to knowe the truth, 
he ſhall fynde, that moche people be 
bol that opinion, whiche as me ſemeth 
is right moche to be regarded by ſpiri 
tual rulers, whether it be true as they 
ſay 02 not. And vppon theſe matiers, 
thus misrepoꝛted, he bungeth in di⸗ 
uers thinges, that he takith exception 
to rather vpon his own milrepozting 
then vpon the laid treatiſe, 

Alſo in the ſaid treatiſe, in the firſte 
chapiter, it is (aid amonge other thin 
ges, that ſome men as of a policie to 
pull riches from the churche , haue in 
uehid ageynſte all ſuche thinges, as 
bꝛinge riches to the churche: and bi- 


cauſe great riches haue come to the 
E  chur- 
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it as of a policie. And therfoze as a 
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churche koꝛ pꝛepeng koꝛ ſoules in pur 


gatozie, haue by wozdes affermed, 


that there is no purgatoꝛie, and that 


granting ok perdons riſeth of couetiſe 


bk the churche, and p2ofitteth not the 


people: and that pylgremages be of 
no effecte: And that the churche may 
make no lawes and ſuche other thin⸗ 
ges, as foundinge of chanteries, ma- 
king of bꝛetherheedis and many mo: 
wherin they ſhewe outwardly to ryſe 


ageinſt al the thinges befoze reherſtd, 


X to deſpiſe them: and yet they know 
X beleue in their hartis that all theſe 
thinges be of them ſelfe righte good 


and pꝛofitable as they be in dede, if 
they were oꝛdered as they ſhulde be R 


Ok thele woꝛdes maſter Moe gave 
reth, that J ſhulde ſay, that theſe men 
be politike men, and therin he mista⸗ 
keth the ſentence of the aide treatiſe 
greately : fo2 the ſentence is not, that 
they do it politikely, but that they do 


man 
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man may lep by an hypocrite, that he 
vſeth hym lelfe in this thinge oꝛ that, 
as he were a vertuous man, and yet 
calle hum not vertuous : ſo map it be 
ſayde, that thele men to pulle ryches 
from the churche ſeye this o2 that, as 
of a policie, and yet call them not po⸗ 
litike. And yf mayſter Booze wolde 
haue conſidered thele woꝛdes wel: he 
mighte haue perceyued, that 7 calle 
thein not politike in dede. And pet v- 
pon that ſame acceptãce of hym ſelfe, 
and of his owne imaginacton, that J 
ſhulde do fo, he taketh many ercepti- 
ons in dyuers places ofhis Apologt, 
and ſpecially in one.place, that is to 
ſay, in the longe pꝛoces, that he ma⸗ 
keth of the tynker, he laith that if the 
tinker can not excuſe hym lelfe by ſim 
plicitie: that then J haue taught him 
to ſay, that he dyd it of policie to pull 
away ryches from the churche, a that 
therfo2e it can be no hereſie. But.ſure 


ly I cal no mã politike in that doing, 
dan 
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and therkoꝛe maiſter Moꝛes inuentis 
is but of (malle effect in this behalfe: 
howe be it ik the tynkar and the tylar 
that maiſter Moꝛe ſo moche ſpeketh 


bk, can by any reaſonable and true al⸗ 


legiaunce ſo oꝛdꝛe them ſelfe, that it 
mai appere, that they ought of iuſtice 
to be diſmiſſed : god fo2bede but that 
they be diſmiſſed and go home ageine 
to their buſines, as they did befoze,

Aiſter Mooꝛe in the. 217. leffe of 
his Apologie, ſpeakynge of de⸗ 
kautes, that as he thynkethe. ſhulde 
haue ben leide foꝛ cauſes of this diui⸗ 
ſion, cocludeth thus: If there be ſuch 
a diuiſion: wherby hit appereth that 

he doubteth, whecher there be any di⸗ 
uilion oꝛ not: foꝛ this coniunction ik, 
purpoꝛteth al wey a doubte. Ind af- 


ter in the ſame Apologie, fo. 2441. he 


conkeſſeth plainely, that there is a di⸗ 
uiſion 
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uiſton, and maketh no doubte at it: 
and he callith it there the late ſpꝛonge 
diuiſion. And lo in one place to make 
a dout, whether there be ſuch a diuiſt 
on oz not, ⁊ in an other place to agre, 
that there is ſuche a diuiſton, ſemeth 
to be a variance and contradiction in 
it ſelfe : ho we be it ſurely J do not in⸗ 
tende to lap that variance to hym as 
fo: any notable defaute : Foz a lpke 
thing may ſoone happen in any man 
by a lighte ouerlighte. But the cauſe 
why J ſpeke of it is this, to put hym 
in remẽbꝛance, that he Herafter ought 
the rather to beare luche light defau- 
tes of other the moze charitably, ſith 
he him (elf hath likewile be ouerſene. 
Foz we be al fratile, ignoꝛant and vn- 
ſtable, though we be eſtemed and ta⸗ 
ken as angels in our conuerſation. 
And therfoze is hit (aide in the ftrſte 
boke of the folowynge of Chailte the 
Lvt. Chapiter, that no man is in this 
woꝛlde without defaut, no man 2 
ou 
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out burden, no man ſufficient tohym 
ſelfe no ma wile inough of hym ſelke. 
wherfoꝛe it behoueth ech one of vs to 
berethe burde of other, to cõfoꝛt other 
to help other, to enfo2me other ⁊ to in 
ſtruct x admoniſh other in al charitie. 
And ik we wil note well the ſaid wo2- 
des, we ſhal the ſooner lerne this lel⸗

they wil make conkederacies to make 
and meinteyn a part ageinſt the tem⸗ 
poꝛaltie. Ind J meruaile that maſter 
Mooze dare of his conſcience make 
that aitirmaunce, and ſay that myne / 
intent was luche. Foz if J had inten⸗ 
teb to haue done ſo, and to haue made 
the name of the clergie odious amog 
the people: J wolde not haue put in⸗ 
to the layde treatiſe dyuers articles, 
that be contepned therin : fo2 fyꝛſte in 
the later ende of the (econde chap. ol 
the ſayd treatyſe it is ſatd thus: that 
nowe in theſe dayes our lo2de hathe 
reſerued many good men bothe ſpiri⸗ 
tuall men and tempozall, that benot 
in any maner partie, to the ſayd diut- 
ſion: whiche though helpe of grace, 
# with the fauour of the ſuperiours, 


ſhall be right well able to bꝛynge the 
other

other to a good accoꝛde. And if J had 
intended to haue inade the name of 
ſpiritual men odtous among the peo 
ple, J woldenot haue laid, that ma- 

ny ok them be good, and hall be able 
with helpe ofthe ſuperiours to bzing 
the other to good accoꝛde. Allo in the 
fyfte chapiter of the [aid treatiſe it 1s 
ſaid thus: And J luppoſe bertilp, that 
this diuiſion wyll neuer be perfitely 
X charitably refourmed and b2oughc 
to a good accoꝛde, til the people come 
to this poynt, that they ſhall greatly 
feare and dꝛede to renne into the leſte 
cenſure of the churche. And ik J hade 
thoughte to haue made the name or 
the ſpiritualtie odious amonge the 
people: J wolde neuer haue moued 
the people to feare and dꝛede to renne 
in to the leeſt cenlure of the churche, 
whiche can not be made but by pitt: 
tuall men. Alſo in the. x. chapiter of 
theſatd treatiſe, wherin dyuers abu⸗ 

ions be leide in dpuers — — 
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ſaid thus: And thoughe thele abuſes 
be not vſed vniuerſally, God fozbede 
they ſhulde, foz ther be many good cu 
ratis and other ſpirituall men, that 
wold not vle th ẽ foꝛ the winning noꝛ 
loſyng of none erthly thinges. And 
if J had thoughte to haue made the 
name of ſpiritual men odious among 
the peple, J wold not haueſeyd, that 
ther be many good curatis, and other 
ſpiritual men: fo2 it ſtadeth not with 
reaſon, that they that be good ſhulde 
be had in hatered. 


Alſo in the later ende of thelaſt cha- 


pitre ot the laid tretiſe it is ſeyd thus: 
And J beleche almightie god to ſende 
theſe foure thinges habundantly into 
the woꝛlde, and that moſte ſpecially 
vnto the pꝛelates and ſpirituall reu⸗ 
lers, that is to ſay ʒele of ſoules, pitie, 
good doctrine, and deuoute pꝛaper, 
then J ley, that if it were ſo, that vn- 
doubtedly a newe light of grace and 


of tractabilitie ſhal ſhoꝛtlie ſhew ano 
F thyne 
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ſhyne amonge the people. And ik J 
had intended to haue made the name 
of ſpiritual men odtous, J wolde not 
haue ſeyde, that then a newe light of 
grace and tractabilite ſhulde ſhoꝛtely 
ſhewe and ſhyne amonge the people. 
Allo J ſey not in all the ſaid treatiſe 
that the ſpiritualtie make confedera⸗ 
cies to make a parte ageynſt the tem⸗ 
poꝛaltie: but I ſeye thus in the fpꝛſte 
chapitre, that though ſpirituall men 
ought to faſte and p2ay, and do other 
good dedes, Ac, crienge continually 
to our lo2de, that this diuiſion might 
ceſſe, that yet Hit apperethe not, that 
they do ſo, but that they rather conti⸗ 
nue ſtill after the olde courſe. pꝛeten⸗ 
dynge by confederacies, woꝛldly po⸗ 
licie, and ſtreite coꝛrection to rule the 
people. And J ley there, that that is 
great pitie, and greatly to be lamen⸗ 
ted, and that it wil be harde to bzinge 
it ſo aboute. But ik they wolde a litel 


menen them lelfe, and withdzawe ſu·

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che thinges as haue bꝛought the peo⸗ 
ple into this murmur 4 grudge: then

Saide in the. vu. chapitre of the

natively his errour: and therfoze J 
ſeyd, that he that erreth by ſimplicite,

that it that be true, it were then great 
pitie, that there chulde be lo greatte a 
deſite in (ome ſpirituall men to haue 
men abiured, o2 to haue the extreme 
punylſhement fo2 heteſie, as it is ſeid 
there is. Foꝛ as ſom men haue repoꝛʒ⸗ 
ted. if any man wil witnes that an o⸗ 
ther hath ſpoken any thyng that is he 
relie, though he ſpeke it only of an ig⸗ 

noꝛance oꝛ of a paſſion, oꝛ it he can by

And verilye J meruaylle moche, 
whervpon he groundeth his ſayenge 
therin,fo2 J neuer [peke any woꝛdis, 
that ſhulde ſounde to that effect, that 
al the woꝛlde had cauſe to wondꝛe at 
the crueltie of ſpirituall men concer- 
nynge hereſie: but J ſapde as befoꝛe 
appereth that it were pitie, ik it ſhuld 
be trewe, as it is repoꝛted, that there 
ſhuld be ſuch a deltre in ſpiritual men 
to haue me abiure, oꝛ to haue extreme 
punyſhement koꝛ hereſte, as it is ſeyd 
that there is.

And where J ley ferther in the ſaide 
treatiſe, that if any wyl wytnes, that 
a man hath ſpoken any thing. that 18 
hereſie though he lpeke it of an igno⸗ 


rance, oꝛ of a paſſton.ac. that he ſhall 


be duuen to abtute: maſter Moꝛe de 
nieth not thoſe woꝛdes, but anone he 
taketh thoſe woꝛdes, as thoughe FJ

that by the paſſton of ire and anger, 
men falle into manſlaughter: and ſo 


he re Ann other delperate 
dam⸗ 
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damnable paſſions that men offende 
by, and endeuoꝛeth hym ſelfe as mo⸗ 
che as he can, to make it appere, that 
the ſaid tretiſe ſpeketh of ſuche dam⸗ 
nable paſſions, and wolde not that it 
ſhulde appere, that a man may haue 
a light paſſion of anger and yet haue 
no wil toſleeno man, o2 ofaduoutrie 
and yet do none in dede: and ſo maye 
a man ſpeake lighte woꝛdes of here⸗ 
ſie, and yet fall not fro the true catho⸗ 
like feith d 

And then ferther bicauſe maſt Moꝛe 
ſeythe, that he can not gather of mp 
wo2des, what J wolde ſhuld be done 
with them that ſpeke ſuche euyl woꝛ⸗ 
des, concerning herelte, and yet think 
wel in their mynd, wherby it lemeth, 
that he wolde knowe my minde ther⸗ 
in, J wolle ſape to his mocion thus: 
that foꝛ as moche as he denpeth not 
the ſayeng of doctours therin, that is 
to ley, that a man is not an herctike, 


fo: that onely that he ſpeketh hereſie, 
F ih but 
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but fo2 that he defendeth opinatiucly 
his hereſie (as it is ſeyd befoze) ther⸗ 
fo:e I wil deſire him that he wil take 
the peine to al ke that queſtiõ of other 
great lerned men, as he ts: that can 
deſte ſkille of that matter, ⁊ can beſte 
folowe the mpnde of the auncient do- 
ctours, that haue ſpoke therof befo2e 
their tyme.

Foꝛ howe be it that J haue herd ſom

; ſcience iuge 02 repoꝛt, that this man 
oꝛ that manne is an heritike. And to

not! And though he be an heretike in 
dede, yet the noylingethat he is one, 
ought to be done in al charite and af- 
ter due foꝛme and oꝛder of the lawe, 


it is 
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it is no lmalle offence , Ind ik this be 
true, then do manp offende that will 


ley they offende not: and that as wel 
they that dayly vſe to miniſtre the la- 
cramentes, as other as it is ſaive be⸗ 
foze., And though they noiſe luche he⸗ 
reſies ſomtyme of a good purpole, to 
make ſomme other aferde, that ſhall 
here of it: yet that can not excuſe the, 
Foz certayn it is, that no euil is to be 
done, that good ſhulde folowe , And 
I beleche almighty god, that all men 
mai take good hede to this point, and 
to luche other, as to repoꝛte, that any 
man ſhulde not loue pꝛiſtis. Foꝛ they 
lightly offende deedly therin, and pet 
peraduenture wolde laye nape. Foꝛ 
as he offended deedly, that loued no 
pꝛieſte, ſo they offende deedly, that ſey 
that a man loueth no pꝛiſtes, that lo⸗ 
ueth them in dede, thoughe haply he 
fynde defaute at ſome abuſes and dil⸗ 
oꝛdꝛe that at in ſom pꝛieſtes. yea and 


ik a man had ſuch a malice to wo, 
a 
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that in his herte heloued no pꝛieſte, 


but it were not openly knowe, J ſup⸗ 
poſe that no man wyl ſey, but that he 
that wold nople it openly, that he lo⸗ 
ueth no pꝛieſtes, ſhuld off:nde righte 
hyghly therin. And J trowe there is 
no one poynte, that wolde doo moze 
good toappeale theſe vartances and 
gruges, that be now amonge the peo 
ple (if it were wel obſerued and kept) 
then the rekreyninge of ſuche woꝛdes 
wold do. And ferthermoze J ſuppoſe 
that this diuiſion wylle not perfitely 
be appeaſed, ne come to a charitable 
and ful agrement til the wozlde come 
to this point, that if the oꝛdinarie wil 
noyſe any man to be an heritpke, oz 
wyl repoꝛte, that there be many here⸗ 
tikes in the realme, that not one lythe 
kynges grace, but alſo all his —— 
and al other, that (hal here ok it, (hall 
anon giue eare to the matier to alliſte 
the oꝛdinarie therin, if nede ſhuld be, 


thinking verily that the 9 be⸗ 
02C 
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koꝛe he made that repoꝛt had ſo thou 
ghly ſerched the truthe of the matier, 
that he was not therin deceyued, ne 
that cls he wolde not haue made that 
repo:te, ne to his power haue ſuffred 
it to be made. And here J wyl fo2 this 
time make an ende of this chaptre vn 
der this maner,that it might pleaſe al 
mighty god, that there remayne not 
one hereſie in woꝛde no2 in dede in all 
this realme, neither concernynge par 
Dons, purgatozie. pilgremages, pꝛa⸗ 
yenge to ſeintes, ſettynge vp of yma- 
ges, the ſeuen ſacramentes, fre abitre⸗ 
ment, feythe and good wakes, ma- 
kinge oflawes, what ts the churche, 
ne any other: and that they that moſt 
ſhew them lelfe to maynteme the true 
catholicall feithe, therin may take the 
very true lothfaſte # charitable wap, 
that they ought to take fo2 auoidyng 
of them, if any luche be. Amen.

Then 


The. xv. 
Hen to the conuentynge of men 
befoze ſpirituall tudges ex officio, 
and whervpon maiſter Mozelapthe 
in his Apologte,fo.219.that if it were 
left, the ſtretes were likely to lwerme 
full of heritikes: Uerily J meruaple 
righte moche at his layinge therein: 
and that foꝛ this cauſe : It is certein, 
that no man map after the lawe be de 
tected of hereſie, but that there is ſom 
manne that knoweth the cauſe befoze 
why he ought ſo to be. Foz if it be ſe⸗ 
crete in his owne bꝛeſte, none can be 
his iuge but god onlp, that is the ſer⸗ 
cher of mans herte. And if any wylle 
aduowe, that he knoweth the cauſe,x 
wil denounce him as an heretike ther 
fo2e: than it is realon, that he be ta⸗ 
ken as his acculer , And ik he wyl not 
aduow to be his acculer,it is to think 
that he doth it of ſome malice 02 craft 
rather then foꝛ the truthe of the mat- 
tier. And ik he lay he dare not foz fere 


of his Iyfe A it, ]haueſhewed a 
| meane 
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meane in the. bij. chapiter of the ſaid 
treatiſe, howe the wytnes may be la⸗ 
ued from daunger,as by ſhewing the 
matter to the king and his counſaile, 
and that then it is not to ſuppoſe no2 
to thynke, but that they wyll pꝛouide 
ſufficiently foz the indempnitie of the 
wytneſſe in that behalfe. And this re⸗ 
medie maiſter Moꝛe denieth not to be 
conueniente fo2 this realme. And yet 
he wil not aſſent, that a lawe be made 
that it {hall be ſo, And then ik the wit⸗ 
nes wil not auow it, but an other wil 
gyue credence. to hym and auowe it: 
then hit ſemeth reaſonable, that they 
that wyl gyue credence therto „t will 
repoꝛt it, be taken as accuſers:taking 
thoſe witnes fo2 their warrante, if it 
be denied, But to put the partie that 
ig complapned on, to anlwere and to 
condempne hym, ik he lay contrary to 
that the witnes haue leyd not know⸗ 
ing who be the witnes, ne who be his 
accuſer s: it ſemeth not reaſonable o 
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landes by eſchete after his dethe.

be accepted foꝛ aiawe.Fo2 as J haue 
ſeyd in the laid tretiſe, ik he that is ac- 
cuſed knewe their names, that accu⸗ 
ſed hym, he might percaſe allege and 
pꝛoue ſo great and lo vehement cauſe 
of rancour and malice in them, that 
accuſe hym, oꝛ beare witnelle ageinſt 
hym, that their lapinges by no lawe 
ought to ſtande ageynſte hym: as if 
there were two men that had ſwo2ne 
the deth of an other: and bicauſe they 
can not bꝛʒinge it about, they imagine 
howe they may bꝛynge hym to all the 
ſhame and vexatiõ that they can, and 
therupon they apeche hym ok hereſie: 
ide he in this cale knewe theyz names, 
he might pꝛoue their rancour and ma 
lvyce, And bycaule he knoweth theym 
not, he can not pꝛoue it. And alſo the 
witnes may beluch, as ſhal haue his 


And if it be ſaide, that theſe caſes fall 
ſo ſeldome that it oughte lytell to be 
pondꝛed: ſo may it be (aide like _ 
that

that it falleth but ſeldomme, that the 
witneſſe in hereſie ſtande in any feare 
of them, that they accuſe. And then to 
make a generall lawe to pꝛohibite all 
men; that they ſhulde not haue know 
lege of the witnes in no cale, it is not 
reaſonable, 

Alſo fir Tho. Moꝛe denieth not, but 
that by reaſon of the la we, Ex de hære- 
ticis ca. Ad abolendam, Whiche is recyted 
tn the. vu. chapitre of the laid treatiſe 
that a man map be dꝛiuen to a purga 
tion without any offence in him oꝛ be 
accurſid as it he be notabli ſuſpectid, 
and yet not giltte, as it may well be: 
+ yet he wil not condeſcend that that 
lawe ſh ulde be changed, but ſeithe in 
foꝛtifienge therot, that verily he thin⸗ 
keth, that he which can not be pꝛoued 
gilty in hereſy, and yet vſeth ſuche ma 
ner of weyes, that al his honeſt neigh 
burs wene he were one, and therfo:e 
in their cõſcience dare not ſwere, that 
he is any other, is well wozthte to do 
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be lulpected of hereſpe, and be not ſo 
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ſome penance. Truely this is a mer- 
ucilous perſuaſion, that a man ſhuld 


be put to His poutgacion, bicauſe his 


neighbours dare not [were that he1s 
no heretyke, And verily the la we is, 
that their othe in that caſe ſhulde not 
be accepted: fo2 the ſaide chapitre Ad 
abolendam, ts that if a man be notably 


ſulpected of hereli, that he ſhal purge 


hym ſelfe after the wyl of thozdinarie 
oꝛ be accutſed : ſo the purgacion of 
his neighboꝛ will not ſerue: Let eue⸗ 
ry man therfoze conſider, whether the 
ſaid la we be indifferent oꝛ not. And it 
it be not, let the put to theyꝛ hande to 
haue it bzoken, And J thinke verily, 
they (hal delerue gret thanke of god, 
if they tourne it to a moze indifferent 
weye, then it is at nowe: Fo2 vnder 
this maner the mooſte innocent man 
that is, maye ot malice be repoꝛted to 


in dede, and ſo be d2iuen to his pur- 


gation oz be accurled ; and then there 


1s 
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ig another lawe that if he in that caſe 
of an indurate minde ſtande ſo accur⸗ 
ſed a pere, he ſhall be puniſſhed as an 
heretike, and that is by the lawe, Ex- 
tra de hereticis, ca, Excommunicamus. 
Then he goeth further koꝛ meynte⸗ 
nance of the ſaid ſuite Ex officio, and re 
ſembleth it to areſtinge fo2 ſuſpecion 
of felonie, and to the ſuretie of good 
aberynge, and to inditementes:wher 
upon men be put to anlwere at the co 
mon lawe. And howe farre theſe re⸗ 
ſemblances varie from the ſute Ex of- 
ficio, he in ſome place openeth it hym 
ſelfe. But yet foꝛ a moze playnedala 
ration therin, J (hal (ey a litel further 
in that matier. Fyꝛſte as to the arre⸗ 
ſtynge fo2 ſuſpicion of felonie it is in 
dede an olde la we ok this realme that 
fo2 ſuſpicion of felonte, a man may be 
arreſted, ſo that he that doth arreſte 
hym vppon a reaſonable cauſe, dothe 
ſuſpecte him : but it ts a general rule, 
that he ſhall neuer be put to anſwere 
G3 bpon 
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vpon that arreſte but pꝛoclamation 
ſhalbe made, that if any man wil leye 
any thinge ageynſt him that is ſo lu⸗ 
ſpected that it ſhall be herde: and it 
none ſuche come he ſhall be deipuercd 
without fine oꝛ any other pumſhmet. 
with a good erhoztation of the iud- 
ges, thathethal take good hede how 
he o2dereth hym ſelfe in time to come. 
And then maiſter Moe lpkeneth the 
penance ot ſuche a man that hath ben 
in pꝛiſon vppon ſuſpicion ot kelonp, 
and io deliuered by pꝛoclamation to 
the bearinge ok a fagotte foꝛ herelie. 
Foz he layth that the one of thc ſhall 
come as openly to the barre as the o⸗ 
ther to the conſiſtoꝛte: And that ſom⸗ 
tyme his fetters ſhal wey a good pece 
of the fagot, beſides that they lie len⸗ 
ger on the one maus legges, then the 
fagot on the other maus ſhulder: but 
he reherſeth not howe they lye many 
tymes lenger in pꝛiſon fo: hereſi then 
they do n fo2 ſuſpicion of felonie 

02 
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oꝛ fo2 good abering. And ouer that 7 
dare ſay, that there are but fewe, but 
that they hadde well leauer abide the 
peyne to be thuſe acquited by pꝛocla⸗ 
mation, and perauenture ofter, then 
ones to beare a fagot foꝛ hereſie. 
And then as to the arreſtynge fo2 
good abearynge, trouthe it is, that a 
| man by comandment of the Juſtices 


may ſo be arreſtid, but he (hall neuer 
be putte to anſwere vpon that arreſt, 
but onely bounde and ſureties with 
hym of his good aberinge. And if he 
can no ſuche ſuretie funde, 4 he haue 
| lyen there longe in pꝛiſon, then the iu 
ges by their deſcrecion , may ſende a 
w2itte to inquere of his fame, and of 
his behauour. whiche is called a w2it 
De geſtu & fama, wherof ſir Tho. Moꝛe 
 maketh mention in his Apologie: x 

if it be foũde fo2 hym vpon that wꝛit, 

that he is of good fame x behauotre, 

then he ſhalbe delyuered. wherby ma 


ſter Woze layth, he is in a maner — 
ge 
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ged,and by thatſaying it ſemeth that 
his meanynge is, that that delyuerie 
ſhulde be reſembled to his purgation 


vppon the ſuſpicion of heriſpe, as is 


layde befoꝛe. But Howe ferre they 
be vniyke, it appereth thus: when a 
man is deliuered vpon the laid wzütte 
De geſtu & fama, he is delyueted as a 
manne pꝛoued to be of good honeſtie, 
and to be clered bi his neighbours, of 
that he was ſuſpected ok. And when 


he is purged bpon the ſuite Ex officio, 
bond fo ſuſpicion of heriſie, he is put to 


penance by thoꝛdiuarie, as a man ſu⸗ 
ſpected, wherof he is not clered and 
ſo ſhal he be taken amonge his neigh 
bours, as a man woꝛthye to do that 
penance fo2 his offences, wherfo2eit 
appereth euidentely, that they be no- 
thynge lyke. 

And then maſter Moe ſeyth yet fer 


ther, that vpon inditementes at ſeſli⸗ 


ons, the inditers vle not to ſhewe the 


names of them that gaue them info2- 
matiõ 


2 
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macion. And he ſeythe ferther, that 
they may not ſhewe their names, Foz 
they may may not diſcloſe the kinges 
counſaile noꝛ their owne. But as J 
take it, that pꝛohibicion of openynge 
of the conſeile in this cale is onely to 
be vnderſtande of their owne conleile 
amonge them lelke, after that they be 
ſwoꝛne, but fo2 opening of the names 
of them, that gaue them inko2mation 
befoꝛe they were lwoꝛne, J knowe no 
pꝛohibition. And if they wil not ſhew 
their names, they be not bounde to do 
it: fo2 they be not bounden to helpe 
the partie to his wꝛitte of Conſpira- 
cie, but as they liſte to do in conſciẽce. 
And then bicauſe he can none other⸗ 
wile do: but confelle a great diuerſi⸗ 
te betwirt them that be put to anſwer 
Ex officio, and them that be put to an- 
[were befo2e the kynges Juſtices vp- 
pon inditementes at the comon lawe: 
fo there the iudges haue ſufficient x 
apparant matier to putte them to an⸗ 
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ſ were vpon, and in the other ther? is 
none, but that the ſpirituall iuge vpõ 
a diſpleaſure may do it Ex officio, if he 
wil. Therfo:e he goth yet ferther and 
laith that the. rii. men may yet do the 
ſame. and make a man to be called, 

that is not giltie it they were ſo diſpo 
ſed. And trouthe it ig, they mave in⸗ 
dite a man that is abſent. and that is 
alſo not giltie and be vntrue. ik they 
wil: but yet in ſuche caſe the, rit. men 
be knowen that doo Hit, and be alſo 
compelled to be vppon the inquirie : 
fo2 they may not be vpon it, but they 
be therto aſſigned: and alſo the partie 
vpon their verdite ſhall not be put to 
 an[were bekoꝛe them as it is bypon 
the ſuite Ex officio, but befo2e the kin- 
gis iuges befoꝛe whom the inditemct 
is no atteinder to the partie: but that 
he may be founde not giltie, not with 
ſtãding that inditement. And though 
maſter Moꝛe ſey, that he neuer ſawe 


the day pet, but that he durſte as — 
tu 
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truſt the truth of one Juge as of two 
Juries:  thinke the Juges wil can 
hym but littel thanke foꝛ that pꝛeiſe: 
foꝛ ſutely Juries muſt nedely be bele⸗ 
ued Xx truſted. And therkfoze it is not 
the maner ofthe iuges to ley vutruth 
bpon aturie, ne pet to coinende them 
that do it but it be pꝛoued afoze them 
of recoꝛde after the oꝛder of the lawe. 

And thus it appereth, that maiſter 
Bore can neyther pꝛoue the [ſuite Ex 
officio to be lyke to the areſting of men 
foꝛ ſuſpicion of felony, foꝛ good abea⸗ 
ringe, to puttinge of men to an{were 
bpon inditeinctes.ne pet to them that 
may be accuſed by, xii. men, #4 knowe 
not of it, a that foꝛ the cauſes befo:e 
remembꝛed. Wherkoꝛe it ſemeth that 
though it were clerely put away, the 
ſtretis ſhulde not warme ful of here- 
tikes neuer a whit. 
¶ The ſyxtene Chapitre, 
Seyde in the. vii. Chapitre of the 


(aid Treatiſe, concerning the diui⸗ 
lion 
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on betwene the coiritualtie and tem 


poꝛaltie that there is a lawe made by 


the churche, Libro ſexro, in the title De 


rag. Licet, Wherby it appereth, that if 


| a in the chapitre Accuſatus, Pa- 


man be lwoꝛne to ley the truthe con 
cernyngehereſie, as well of hym ſelfe 
g of other, and he fy:ſte confeſſethe 
nothing, and after contrarie to his 
yꝛſt ſayenge he appeleth bothe hym 


elfe and other: yet the ſaide lawe ts, 


that it it appere by manifeſte tokens, 
that he doeth hit not by lyghtenes of 


mynde, ne ok hatred noꝛ foꝛ coꝛtupti⸗ 
on of money that then his witnes in 
fauour of the feithe ſhall ſtande, as 
wel ageynſt him ſelf as ageinſt other, 
And yet as it is ſeyd in the ſaid trea⸗ 
tile, it appereth euidently in the ſame 
| Courte. and in the ſame matter. that 


heis a periured perſon, And therfoze 
it is ſaide in the layd tretiſe, that this 
is adaungerous lawe, and mozelike 
to cauſe vntrue and vnlaukul men to 
con⸗

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condempne innocentis, then to con- 
dempne offenders, Ind J ſey there al 
ſo, that it helpeth litel, that if there be 
tokens that it is not done of lightnes 
of mynde, hatred noꝛ foꝛ coꝛruptiõ of 
money, that the witnes ſhuld ſtande. 
Fo: J ſep there, that ſomtime a wolte 
may lhewe hym ſelfe in the apparel of 
a lambe and that if the iuge be parci⸗ 
al. ſuche tokens may be ſooner accep⸗ 
ted then truely ſhewed. 
And when maſter Moze hath reher 
ſed theſe wo2des,thanne he layth fer- 
ther in this maner: (This piece con⸗ 
ceruinge the teſtimonie of knowen e- 
uil perſons, to be recepued and taken 
in hereſt, J haue(ſeyth maſter Moze) 
ſomwhat touched in the thirde chapi⸗ 
tre of the third boke of my Dialoge: 
where ſithe they may rede it that wil, 
J will here (ſeyth he) make no longe 
tale therot. But then he leyth, that 7 
wote wel, that hereſte, wherby a chꝛi⸗ 
ſten man becometh a falle traitour to 
god, 
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god, is in al lawes ſpiritual and tem⸗ 
poꝛal, both accopted as great a crime 
as is trealon committed ageynſt any 
wo2ldly man. And then leyth he, why 
ſhulde we then kynde lo great a faute, 
that luche witnes, chulde be receiued 
in a cauſe of hereſie, as are recepued 


not onely in a cauſe of treaſon, but of 


murder alſo, and of other moze lingle 
feionyes, not onely in kauour of the 
p2:nce and deteſtation of ſuch odious 
crimes, but alſo fo2 the neceſſitie, whi⸗ 
che the nature of the matter wozketh 
in the p2ofe. To thole wo2des of ma- 
ſter Moꝛe J wil ſep thus: J wil agre 
with hym, that hereſie is as greate a 
crime, æ as moch to be deteſted as tre⸗ 


ſon is. But yet Þ wil ferther ley this 


alſo, that as wel the makers of lawes 
fo2 puniſhment of hereſie and trelon, 

as fo: al other offences, are bounden 
in conſciẽce as wel to fo2 ſee, as moch 
as in them is, that innocentis ſhalbe 
(auid harmles by their lawes, as — 
onen⸗ 
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offendes ſhulde be punilſhed. And as 
it is true, that an innocent map be ta- 
ken and accuſed, and neuertheles be 
vet well woꝛthie to be [ated and delt- 
uered: right ſo it is tru, that an offen 
der may be taken and acculed, and be 
well woꝛthy to be punylſhed: but yet 
that punylſhement muſte be by a due 
and a reaſonable oꝛder of tryall , And 
J can not le, what due o2 relonable 02 
der of trial it is that he that vpon his 


both hath firſt clered him lelfe and his 


neighbour alſo of all hereſies, ſhulde 
after cõtratie to his fyꝛſt othe be recct 
ued ageyne as a wytnes to condemne 
hym that he clered befoꝛe, and that in 
the ſame courte, and allo in the ſame 
mater. And where maſter Moe ſeith, 
that ſuche wytnes ſhalbe receiued not 


onely in treaſon, but in murther alſo, 


and in other moꝛe ſyngle felonyes , 
Wherkoꝛeſ( he laith)he can not ſe why 
we ſhuld fynde ſo great defaulte, that 


ſuche witnes ſhulde be receyued in a 
caule 
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cauſe of hereſi: verily J am in a dout, 
howe maiſter Mooze vnderſtandeth 
there that woꝛde (witnes.) Fo2 if he 
vnderſtande therby the wytnes at the 
comon lawe, that (hall make an ende 
betwene the parties in treaſon, mur⸗ 
der and felonte, as witnes in the ſpiri 
tuall lawe doth concernynge hereſie: 
then it muſte be vnderſtande, that he 
meaneth by that woꝛde, witneſſe, the 
xij. men, that (hal trie the iſſu betwirt 
the king and the partie, at the comon 
lawe, and wherto bothe the kyng and 
the partie (hall be bounde to ſtonde. 

And it he meane loo, then J take the 
cõmon lawe of the realme to be this: 


that a leſſe offence then an open per⸗ 
iurie in the ſame courte, (hall be ſuffi⸗ 


cient to dilable a Jutour in treaſon, 
murdꝛe, and felony alſo. Is it a man 
that is arraynid of treaſon, murder, 


on felonie plede, Not giltie, and ther⸗ 


vpon an iſſue is ioyned, and a panell 


returned by ” Sheriffe, and the par 
tie 


— 2: / 
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tie challengeth one of the Jurie,foz 

that he hath bene atteynted of periu⸗ 

rie, in an other turie : this is a good 
peremptozte challenge, though the z⸗ 
iurie were done in an other courte, if -* 
he haue the recoꝛde in hande. And ſo 

it is, if he ſey, that he hath ben atteyn=" 
ted in a waitte ok foꝛginge ok tals de⸗ 

des: koꝛ he ſhall be iuged by that hey⸗ 

nous kfaͤlſehede to be vnable to palle 

vpo any enqueſt in any of the kinges 
courtes : And than me thinketh, that 
if any ſuche open perturte o2 kalſhode 
appered in any turour there openly in 
the ſame courte, as this cale is: that 
then he moche moze rather ſhulde be 
iuged vnable therby: than fo2 a lyke 
defaute in an other court. Ind if ma⸗ 
ſter Mooꝛe by that terme, wytnelle, 
meane ſuche witnes, as be ſometyme 
bzoughte in to the kingis courtis, to 
giue euidencis to an enqueſt, than is 
that witneſſe no ſuche witnelle, as the 


witnes bene in the lpirituall courte, 
H that 
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that (hall acquite oꝛ condempne the 
parties: fo2 of tho witnes ſo bzought 
into the kingis court to giue euidence 
to an enqueſt at the common lawe,no 
mencion ſhalbe made in the reco2des, 
ne the iurie be not bounde al wey to fo 
lowe tho wptnes. Fo2 if the Jurie of 
their owne knowledge o2 otherwyſe 
knowe the truthe ageynſt the ſayeng 
of ſuche wytnelle, they be bounde to 
kynde accoꝛding to the truthe and let 
tho witnes goo. And pet if it hapned, 
that luche collaterall witnes firſte te- 
fiified vpon they: oth, that the partie 
were not giltie: and after it were in⸗ 
koꝛmed the iudges, that they reuoked 
their firſte lapinge, and wold ſay that 
the ptie were giltie: J can not thinke, 
that the iudges wolde any moꝛe calle 
them to here their layeng therin. Ind 
though they wolde yet as J ſayd be⸗ 
foꝛe, it were ferre vnlike to this caſe. 


Foꝛ their ſaying there, is but as an e⸗ 


uidence, whiche the iurie ſhuld not be 
bounde

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boũ de to beleue, but as the truthe is. 
I can not ſee therkoꝛe, howe maiſter 
Mone can pꝛoue his ſayeng , that ſu⸗ 
che witnes, that is to ſey, ſuche as be 
periured in the ſame Courte, ſhulde 
be afterwarde receyued as witnes in 
any of the kynges courtes. 

And farthermoze where J haue ſeyd 
in the ſaid tretiſe, as befoꝛe appereth, 
that it helpeth littell that if there be 
tokens, that it is not done ok lyght⸗ 
nes of mynde, hatred,noz foꝛ coꝛrup⸗ 
tion of money, that the witnes ſhulde 
be taken. Foz I ley there, that ſome⸗ 
tyme a wolfke may ſhewe hym ſelfe in 
à lambes ſkynne: and that it the iuge 
be parcial, ſuche tokens may be loner 
accepted then truly ſhewed. And then 
ſeyth maiſter Moze, that by that rea⸗ 
ſon, that a iuge mape be parciall, not 
onely ſuche wytnes ſhulde be reiectid 
in hereſie, treſon, murder, and felony: 
but alſo by the other reſon of a wolke 


in a lambes (kynne, al maner of wit⸗ 
Ha : nes 
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nes in euery matter. Foꝛ in euery ma- 
tier (ſeyth he) may it happen, that he 
that cometh fo2 a witnes, and ſemeth 
alambe, map be in dede a wolfe, a be 
nought, where he lemeth good, And 
therfo2e, he ſcithe, lyttell good wolde 
grow if folke wold folowe that inuen 
cion.4 make of the lawes a chaunge, 
And nowe by reaſon of this obiection 
I wyl ſpeke lomwhat farther in this 
matter, then J did in the laid tretiſe, 
And fyꝛſt J wil ſey thus, that it is to 
me a greatte meruaple, to lee maiſter 


Moe ſo fatre ouerleen, ozels if he be 


not ouerſene therin that then he wold 
ik he coulde, deceiue other end make 
them ſo farre ouerſene, to beleue that 
it ſhulde be one lyke reſon of a periy- 
red wytnes, that wyl loke lyke a labe, 
and then ſay contrarie to that he hath 
depoſed befoze, and of a witnes that 
comith to depoſe in a matter, that he 
was neuer yet ſwoꝛn vpon. Fo2 wha 
a witnes is bzought in, that was ne⸗ 
Uer 
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tier lwoꝛne vppon the matter befoze, 
the iudge maye not by the lawe refuſe 
hym, noꝛ iudge any defaulte in hym, 
onles he knowe a ſufficient cauſe him 
ſelfe in that behalfe , o2 that the par⸗ 
ties do allege it: but he muſte beleue, 
that he is honeſt, good and indifferet, 
tyll the contrary be ſhewed, as euerye 
| man is in charitie bounde to do of his 


netghbour But whan a witnes hath 
depoſed in the courte, and than wyll 
offre him [eife to depoſe to the contra⸗ 
ry that he ſaid befoꝛe: the iudge maye 
with good conſcience myſtruſte and 
thinke, that he doth it of lyghtnes of 
mynde, hatred, 02 fo2 coꝛruption of 
money: In ſo moche that befoꝛe that 
Perag. Licet was made, the iuge might 
none otherwiſe haue done of Juſtice, 
but to haue refuſed to haue taken any 
farther exraminacion of hum. And if 
he had and the other had ſaid contra 
rye to that he had ſatd befoꝛe his ſay⸗ 


enge had ben voyde in the lawe. And 
4 what 
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what the makers of the (aid Parag.Li- 
cet ment, to put it to the diſcrecion of 
the iuge, that if he law by euident to⸗ 
kg, that it is not done of lyghtnes of 
mynde, ot hatred, no2 fo2 co2ruption 
of money, that his ſaying ſhal ſtande, 
as well ayenſt hym lelte, as apenſt o⸗ 
ther, J can not tell. Fo2 I can nat lee 
howe there can be any euident token, 


in any ſuche caſe, but that ther might 


be in ſuche a pertured witnes, ſomme 
inwarde hatered oz co2ruptton, that 
the iudge can not knowe: lo that he 
can not with conſcience iudge of cer- 
tapntie, that there is none. And ther⸗ 
fozeme ſemeth, that the makers of 
the laid Perag. lepde ouer great a dan- 
ger to the iuges, that they ſhuld haue 
libertie to accepte, if they wolde the 
ſapenge ot hym that ſo offereth hym 


ſelfe ageynſte his fy2ſte othe : foꝛ ſo 


moche as the iudge can not be ſure to 
ſaue his conſcience therin,but he cler⸗ 
ly refule to accept any thing, that the 

wyt- 
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witnes wold ſey contrarie to his kyꝛſt 
othe . Fo2 if the iudge dyd other wife, 
x thervpon the witnes teſtifie apenſt 
the partie, and yet the partie not gil- 
tie in dede: J ſuppole verily that the 
tuge were partie to the ſame offence, 
And where J layde in the (aide trea- 
tiſe, as befoꝛe appereth that ſomtime 
a wolfe may ſhew hym ſelfe in the ap⸗ 
parel of alabe,x that if the iuge be ꝑ⸗ 
clal, ſuche tokens may ſoner be accep 
ted then truely ſhewed: It is euident 
inough, that by thoſe woꝛdis J note 
no iuge to be parcial, but J ſey, that if 
the iuge be parcial, ſuche tokens may 
be ſooner accepted then truly ſhewed. 
As who ſeith the tudge may accepte 
ſuche a token to be true, though there 
appere ſome ſuſpection of bntruthe 
in the witnes . Jn whiche acceptance 
he (hal moꝛe liberally and without of= 
fence of the law do wꝛong to the par 
tie, that is accuſed, then he coude doo 


by accepting of any other witneſſe a- 
geinſt 
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yenſt the law, that were neuer[wozne 
befoꝛe. Fo if he accept any luche wit⸗ 
nes cõtrarie to the rules of the law, it 
apperith to all them, that knowe the 
la we, that he doth ayenſt the law ther 
in: and that wil lounde ſomewhat to 
his rebuke, and that will make hym 
the moꝛe loth to do it. But if the iuge 
accept ſuche a periured witnes, where 
there is no ſufficient token to pꝛoue, 
that he dothe it not fo2 lightenes of 
mynde, hatred, coꝛruption, noꝛ ſuche 
other: yet he bꝛeketh no lawe therin, 
Fo2 al is committed to his diſcretion, 
And that may haply giue a boldenes 
to ſome iuge, to accept ſuche a periu- 
red witnes where he ought not to ac⸗ 
cept hym. And though the ſald Peragr. 
ſaye , that if there be luche tokens, 
as befoze apperethe, that then in fa- 
uour of the feithe his witnes (hall be 
taken: pct I can not ſee, if the partie 
accuſed be gyltleſle in dede as he 


may be foꝛ all that witnelle, howe it 
can 
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can be taken in fauour of the feithe, 


to accepte the witnes . Foz it can not 
be leide in fauour of the feithe to con- 
demne an innocent. 

And karthermoze it appereth alſo, 
tdt⸗at the woꝛdes of the ſaid tretiſe ex⸗ 
tende no ferther, but to ſuch as be iu⸗ 
ges, where there is befoꝛe them luche 
a periured witnes, à not to all iuges. 
And in like wile thole woꝛdes, that a 
wolfe may ſhewe hym ſelfe in the ap⸗ 
parel ot a lambe, ſtretche only to ſuch 
a periuted witnes. Foz there is no o⸗ 
ther witnes (ſpoken of in the ſaid tre⸗ 
tiſe in that place. And therby is ment, 
that ſuche a periured witneſſe maye 
haply ſhewe him ſelfe to denie that he 
ſeyd befo2e, of a compuncte harte and 
of a newe knowlege e of the treuth,and 
ok a very zele vnto the feith: and pet 
do it in dede of couetiſe, falſhode ran⸗ 
coure, and malice to the partie. And 
ſo as the goſpeliſepth, he may happe 


out warde to appere in * apparell of 
* 4 
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a ſhepe, and within foꝛthe be a raum⸗ 
pinge wolfe. And ſuche one may that 
periured witnes be, that is ſpoken of 
in the laid treatiſe. Ind of ſuche a wit 
nes in hereſie the ſaid treatiſe ſpeketh 
only there, and ok none other witnes, 


ag to the reders wil appere. Ind ther 


oꝛe fin- 


foꝛe as me ſemeth, maiſter M 


deth defaute in this behalfe, where he 


had no cauſe reaſonable ſo to do. 
And ik any man wyll ſey, that it is 
not conuenient that any man ſhulde 
fynde defaute at lawes made by the 
churche: J wyll to that motion ſeye 
thus: That to fynde a defaute at la⸗ 
wes made by the churche vpon a rea⸗ 
ſonable conſideration, foꝛ that they 
be not ſo purely made to the honour 
of god, ne to the welth ok the people, 
as they ſhulde be and he intendeth no 


bother but to put the rulers in mynde 


to refoꝛme them by authoꝛitie ok the 
lawe: I thinke it were not only a lau 


kull dede, but alſo a right good and a 
meri⸗ 
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meritoꝛions dede, and no offece. But 
tf any man wolde take vppon him of 
his owne mynde and of his owne au⸗ 
ctoꝛitie wylfully to bꝛeake any lawe 
made by the churche, oneles it were 
directly ageynſte thelawe of god: J 
thinke it were a great offence . And 
I meane therby, not onely ſuche la⸗ 
wes as the churche had direct power 
to make, but alſo ſuche lawes as the 
church had no direct power to make, 
but that the people hathe aſſented to 
them, and by that aſſent and by a cu⸗ 
ſtome riſen vpon the lame, hath con⸗ 
firmed them. And therfoze J thinke 
verily, it were none offence to ſey,that 
hit were good fo2 the ſuperiours to 
b:cke many particular excõmunicati⸗ 
ons, that thechurche hath made. Fo2 
ſurely many of them ſtand right hard 
ly with conſcience oꝛ charitie. 


C Of this terme (ſomeſay) and of them 

that be iuges in hereſye. The 
ſeuentene Ehapytre, 

Mat- 
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V Aſter oe in his apologie ſpe 
keth many times ageynſt a cer⸗ 


tayn maner of ſpekinge, that J vſed 
in dyuers places of the (aide treatiſe, 


whiche is this: when Jrecited what 


opinions J haucherdeley,there were 
amonge the people, 7 ſeyd that ſome 
ſeye, oꝛ they [eye this oꝛ that, oꝛ that 
many ſay ſo and ſuche other lyke ſay⸗ 
enges, withoute afformynge that J 


knew it of myn owne knowlege, that 
it was ſo: koꝛ in ſome thynges J dyd 


not in dede. At this maner of ſpeking 
mayſter Mooꝛe findeth a defaute, in 
ſuche a ſtraunge geſting maner, that 
J meruetle greatly at it. And J mer- 
ueylle themo2e, bycauſe he bleth the 
ſame termes hym ſelfe in dyuers pla⸗ 
ces of his apologie, as appereth, fo. 
77.and fo. ioo. And J am well aſſu⸗ 
red that in his geſtinge he ſpeketh of 
the ſaide termes of ſomeſey, they ley, 
o2 ſuch other many tymes moꝛe then 


J do in al the ſeid treatiſe, And ſurely 


as 
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as he knoweth right wel hym ſelfe a 
man may ſomtime ley.that ſome men 
ſey this 02 that, and ley truely, where 
il he wolde ſey, that he knewe it hym 
ſelke, o2 that al men ſeyd (o, he ſhulde 
ſay vntruly. And then if the trouth be 
ſo, that ſome ſeyd, thus it is in this 
matter 02 in that, and yet al men ſeyd 
not ſoo, 02 if the truthe were ſoo, pet 
# knewe it not, J wotte not vnder 
what maner maſter Moꝛe wold haue 
had me ſpoken of the matter but one⸗ 
ly vnder this maner, as J haue done 
that ſome ſaye ſoo: And then that he 
fyndeth a defaut at that maner of ſpe 
kinge, where J coude none otherwiſe 
haue done, it is a meruayle to many 
perſons. And J haue in diuers places 
of the ſaid treatiſe ſeyd, that ſome ley 
this o2 that, where it J had (eyd, that 
a great parte of al the late people had 
ſeyd (o, J had ſayde but truely. And 
one of the (ſom lates) that he fyndeth 
defaute at, is this: I lep —

And here ſome ley, that bicauſe there 
is lo greatte a deſpre in ſpiritualle 
menne, to haue men abiured oz to 
be noted with heriſie : And that ſome

moze then it is in dede, that it is very 
perillous, that ſpiritual men ſhulde 
haue auctoꝛite to areſt a man foꝛ eue⸗ 
ry lyght ſuſpection oꝛ complaynte of 
hereſie, tyl that deſire of puniſhement 
in ſpiritual men be ceaſſed and gone, 


but that they ſhulde make pꝛoceſſe a⸗ 


geyne them, to b2inge them in vppon 
peyne ot curlynge: and then ik they 
tarye. xl. dayes, the kinges lawes to 
b2ynge them in, by a wꝛitte of Excom- 
municat o capiendo, and ſo to be bꝛought 
koꝛth out of the kinges gapole to an⸗ 
ſwere. Ind it folo with in the laid. vit. 
Chap. thus: but ſurely as it is ſom- 
what touched bekoꝛe in the. vii. cha⸗ 


pitre, it lemeth, that the churche in 
tyme

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tyme paſt haue done what they coude 
to bꝛinge about, that they might pu- 
niſhe hereſi of them ſelfe without cal⸗ 
linge fo2 any helpe therin of the ſecu⸗ 
lar power, Ind therfo2e they haue 
made lawes, that heretikes might be 
areſted and put in pꝛilon, and ſtoc- 
kis, if nede were, as appereth in Cle- 
mentinis de hæreticis, Cap. Multorum querele. 
And after at the ſpeciall callynge on 
of the [piritualtte, it was enacted by 
patltament, that Oꝛdinaries myght 
areſt men, that pꝛeche, holde, teache, 
oꝛ enkoʒme other in heriſie, there pꝛo⸗ 
hibyte, oz that therot holde any con⸗ 
uenticles o2 ſcholis. Foꝛ ſomme men 
thynke that the ſaid Clementine was 
not of effecte in the kynges lawes to 
areſt any man fo hereſie. But if a ma 
were openly and notably ſuſpected of 
heriſie, there were ſufficient recoꝛde 
and witnes ageynſt hym, and there 
were allo a doubte, that he wolde flee 


and not appere, wherby he mighe in⸗ 
fecte 
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fecte other: it emeth conuenient that 
he be areſted by the body, but not vpõ 
euery light complaynt, that ful light- 
ly may be vntrue. {nd that it wyl be 
right expedient, that the kingis high 
nes and his conleile loke ſpecially b⸗ 
pon this matter, and not to ceſſe, tyll 
it be bzought to mooꝛe quietnes then 
it is pet: and to ſe with great diligẽce 
that pꝛide, couetiſe, noꝛ woꝛldly loue 
be not iuges, noꝛ innocentis be puni⸗ 
ſhed, ne yet that wilfull offenders go 
not without due coꝛrection. 

And when mailter Moe in his apo 
logie hath recited the laid woꝛdes, of 
the ſaid treatiſe: then he endeuoyzeth 
hym ſelfe very moche, to make it ap⸗ 
pere, that the mocions, that be made 
in the (ard treatiſe, in the place befoꝛe 
reherſed, be vnrelonable, and can nat 
be bꝛought aboute: oꝛels that if they 
were bꝛought aboute, they ſhulde do 
hurte and no good. And to make his 


ſapengis the moze . 
| m 
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ſomtyme defaute in my ſayengts,and 
ſeyth, that J therby defamethetuges 
ſpiritual, where J dekame them not, 
but ſey onely, that it is expedient that 
the kingis highnes and his counſeile 
ſce, that pꝛide, couctiſe, noꝛ woꝛldly 
loue be no iudges. And whether thoo 
woꝛdes amounte to that effecte that 
maſter Mone ſeyth they do, that is to 
ſey, that J defame al ſpiritual iuges, 
it appereth euidently they do not: ne 
yet they pꝛoue not, that J wold haue 
al ſptrituall iudges changed. Fo: the 
ſpiritual iuges that benowe, may be 
iuges ſtyl, and haue al the pꝛopꝛeties 
befo:e reherſed as well as other, foz 
any thinge that J haue ſeyd. Ind yet 
maiſter ooze taketh it other wyle, 
and ſeyth, J wolde haue luche iuges, 
as haue noo ſpice of any of the ſayde 
poyntis. And he ſeyth, that tyll ſuche 
iuges may be founde, heretikes maye 
make mery fo2 a lyttell ſeaſon, whyle 


men walke aboute and ſeche fo2 ſuche 
Il twges 
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fuges, whiche he weneth wyll not be 


done in a wekis wozke, And he leyth, 


that it wil be the moꝛe harde to fynde 


ſuche iuges. Fo: he ſeith, that J haue 
putte that matter out of doubte, that 
where as men wolde haue wende ſo⸗ 
neſte to haue founde them that there 
J ſey, it wil be meruaplous harde to 
fynd any one ok them either pꝛelatis, 
ſecular pꝛieſtis oꝛ religious perſons, 
Fo2 he ſaithe, that J ſep pleynly, that 
haue they neuer ſo many vertues be- 
ſide, that yet J ſey, it wil be harde to 
fynde any one ſpiritual man, but that 
he is ſo infected with deſire and affec- 
tion to haue the wozldelp honour of 
pꝛieſtis exalted, that he is though ſu 
che pꝛide farre fro ſuche indifferencie 
and equitie as ought and muſte be in 
ſuche iudges, whiche as he ſaithe, J 
aſſigne to be ſuch that they muſt haue 
no ſpice of pꝛide, couetiſe noz loue to⸗ 
warde the woꝛlde. 


As to this laſte reherſed ſentence of 
maſter 
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maiſt er Moꝛe, thts is the trouth ther 
in, T lay in an other place of the ſaid 
treatiſe, other then that, that maiſter 
Moone hath reherſed here, That is to 
ſay, in the. bii.C hapitre of the ſaid tre 
tiſe, that though many ſpiritual men 
map be founde, that haue many great 
vertues, and great gyftes of god, as 
chaſtitie,liberalitie,pacicce,ſobzenes, 
temperance, cunnyng, a ſuche other: 
vet it wyll be harde to fynde any one 
ſptritual man that is not infecte with 
the ſayd deſyꝛe and affection, to haue 
the woꝛldly honour of pꝛiſtis exalted, 
And there my ſentence endeth, as co 
this purpoſe. But then as it appereth 
befoze maſter Moꝛe in his (aid apolo 
gie addeth imediatly to thoſe woꝛdes 
* of myn, wo2des of his owne putting 
in, which be theſe: That he is th2ougy 
ſuche pꝛide ferre fro ſuche indifference 
and equitie, as ought and muſt bein 
tho iuges, whiche he ſaith J aſtigne. 


And he cobyneth tho woꝛdes to myn,

in ſuche maner as thoughe J ſpake 
them my ſcife. So that they that ſhal 
rede them, can none otherwyſe take 
them, but as my woꝛdes: wherby he 
peruerteth clerely my meanynge and 
my ſentence therin. Foꝛ my ſentence, 
ne yet my meanynge therin, is not 
but that iudges ſpirituall maye haue 
ſome ſpice of pꝛide, couetiſe, a woꝛldly 
loue, and yet be mete iuges in heriſp, 
as the frayltie of man ſuffereth. Fo? 
we be no angelles but ſynners, that 
lyghtly maye falle and be deceyued. 
Ne J meant not, ne yet my wo2des 
amount not to it but that a man may 
haue a deſire and affection, to haue 
the wo2ldly Honour of pꝛieſtes exal⸗ 
ted, and yet he a mete iudge in heriſie. 
Fo2 J ſuppoſe, that a man may haue 
that deſirein ſome degree, and to ſom 
intent, and not offende thertn,ſpectal- 
ly deedly. How be it he may allo light 
ly offende therin, if he be not ryghte 
well ware. 

And 
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And earthermoze though it were as 
inailter Mo2e taketh it to be that my 
woꝛdes ſhulde ſounde to that effecte, 
that the iudges that were then. were 
thꝛough ſuche pꝛide far fro the indif⸗ 
ferencie and equitie, that J aſſigne: 
yet that pꝛoueth not, but that they be 
now indifferent à rightwiſe. Foꝛ they 
might ſith the makynge of the ſayde 
tretiſe, become thꝛough grace indik⸗ 
ferent, rightwiſe, meke, lyberall and 
louynge to god and their neighbour. 
though they were not ſo then. And if 
they be ſoo, then heretikes (hall not 
make mery fo2 lacke of iuges a weke 
ne yet a day. Foꝛ the fame iuges may 
ſit ſtyll without chaunginge, to here 
and examyn them, whan nede ſhalbe. 
Thus as me lemeth it appereth eue⸗ 
ry way, that the exception that maſter 
Moonꝛe taketh of changinge of ſpiri⸗ 
tuall iuges, is but of ſmall effect. 
Then ſaith maiſter Mooꝛe farther, 


that ik ſomeſay, be no ſufficent p2ofe, 
I 3 then 


wo 
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then is my tale all loſte. Ind to theſe 
woꝛdes J wyll anſwere thus. J wpyl 
agree, that my lapeng, that ſome ſap 
this oz this, is no pꝛoofe, neither to 
pꝛoue that ſome fey ſo, ne yet to pꝛoue 


that it is ſo, Foꝛ in euery p2ofe muſte 


be two witneſſe at the leeſt: but if two 
Wyll ſaye it is ſo: then is ita pꝛoufte. 

And lurely ik maiſter Moe wyll in⸗ 
quiere fo the truth in this matier, he 
{Hall fonde that there be many moo 
then two that ſey lo, And verily if ma 
ny men ſep ſo, thoughe the truthe be 
not ſo, yet the tale is not all loſt to ſey 
that ſome men ſey ſo. Fo2 then it ſhall 
put the byſhops and rulers ſpirituall 
in mynde, that they are bounde in cõ⸗ 
ſcience to helpe them that (eye ſoo, all 


that they can fro the danger that they 


ronne in by that layinge. And kit be 
true, then map the ſpiritual rulers oꝛ⸗ 
der the matter as they ſhall ſee cauſe, 


and refo2me it in luche charitabie ma 


ner, that none {hall ſey ſo hereafter :

but they wyll of malyce do it à renne 
into the ſelãder of the Phariſets : and 
that wolde charitably be exampned, 
whether it be ſo 02 not. 

Then ſeith maiſter Mooꝛe yet far- 
ther, that whiche is a lyght ſuſpicion 
and whiche is an heupe, and whiche 
witnes be ſufficient, and whiche not, 
muſt be weyed by the ſpititual iuges, 
and vpon their weyinge of the matter 
fo2 lyght oꝛ heuy, to folowe the arreſt 
of the partie,o2 the leuynge of the ar⸗ 
reſte. Nowe verily in this poynte me 
thynketh that maiſter Moꝛe maketh 
a righte good mocion, that is to ſeye, 
that the matter ſhuld be examined be⸗ 
foꝛe the arreſte. Foꝛ it hath ben ſayde 
in tymes paſte, that in ſuche caſe the 
arreſte hath many tymes gone befo2e 
the examination .

the wylle of the oꝛdinarie, and pet be 
not giltie.

N the ſaode treatyſe the. vii. cha- 
& piter, J recited a law made Extra de 
hæreticis, li. vi. ca. Vt inquiſitionis, wherby it 
appereth that al powers, and al loz⸗ 
dis tempoꝛal and rulers be pꝛohibite, 
that they (hall not in any maner take 
knowlege 02 iuge vpon hereſie, (ith it 
is mere ſpirituall. And then it is ſeyd 
ferther there, in the ſaid treatiſe, * 
Wo; | e 
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he that inquereth of hereſie, takethe 
knowiege of herely,x that the ſumme 
called Koſella ſo taketh it, Titulo excom 
munication; peragr. iy, And then hit is 
ſeyd ferther there, in the ſatd treatiſe, 
that if this be trewe , it ſemeth then, 
that al the iuſtices of peace in this re- 
alme be excommunicate. Fo2 they by 
auctoꝛitie of the kingis commiſſions, 
and alſo by ſtatute, enquere of hereſt, 
And ſo be then alſo al ſtewardes of le⸗ 
tis, and the enqueſte alſo, if thep en- 
quere of it: but whether they map by 
auctozitie enquere of hereſie in a lete

And in this Chapitre maiſter Moe 
leich diuers other obiectiõs to pꝛoue 
the ſaid lettre vnreaſonable, whiche 
were very tedious to reherſe at lzgth, 
and therkoze J hal thoztly as J can, 
touche lome of them. 
Fyꝛſt he wolde that 7 ſhuld declare, 
whether J ment by theſe woꝛdes, the 
auctozitie of {pirituail rulers , their 
yolealicto2itie, as wei that they haue 
immediatiy of god as that they haue 
or the graunte of pꝛincis. Ano as to 
that mociõ it appereth that the letter 
is pleyne inough, that it is only ment 
of ſuche auctozities, as they pꝛetende 
to haue immediately of god. #92 the 
letter is, that as longe as ſpixituall 
rulers wil pꝛetende that their aucto⸗ 
ritie is ſo high and ſo immediatip di⸗ 
tiued of god, that the people ar boũde 
| to 
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The. xx. 

to obey them, withoute argumente 02 
reliſtence, that ſo longe the lighte of 
grace wil not appere. And it is not to 
ſuppoſe, that ſpiritual rulers wyl pꝛe 
tende, that ſuche auctoꝛitie, as they 
haue of the graunte of pzincis, is im⸗ 
mediately diriued of god , Foz they 
come to them by a meane, that is to 
ſep, by the meane of pꝛincis. And loo 
maiſter Moze myght haue ſatisficd 
hym ſelle in that queſtion, a haue ad 
mitted, that it is only vnderſtande of 
ſuch auctozitie,as they haue immedi⸗ 
atly of god, as in the miniſtracion of 
the ſacramentes, ⁊ many other thyn⸗ 
gis, without deliringe of any ferther 
declaracion of me in that behalfe, pk 
he hadde lyſte. 

And then he goeth pet kurther, and 
ſeyth, that ik J meane that the lygyte 
of grace, that J ſpeke of, wyl not ap⸗ 
pere as longe as the pꝛelatis pꝛetẽde, 
that any parte of their auctoꝛitie ts ſo 
hyghe, that it is immediately hen 

em 
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them of god: then (laythe he) that J 
haue loſte the lyghte of treuthe. By 
whiche woꝛdes it apperith, that mai⸗ 
ſter Moze miſtaketh the lettre of the 
ſaid treatiſe greatly. Foz he taketh it, 
that J ſhuld doute, whether any part 
of the auctozitie of pꝛelates be umme 
diatly diriued of god. And ſurely let 
hym doubte therin ik he liſte, J doubt 
not of it, x that apperith by my wo2- 
dis afo2e reherſed, wher J ley, that as 
longe as ſptritual rulers wil p2etend, 
that their auctoꝛitie is ſo high, and fo 
immediatly dertued of god, that the 
people are bounde to obey them with 
oute argumente oz reſiſtence. 4c, By 
whiche woꝛdes J conkeſſe, that they 
haue aucto:itie immdediatly diriued 
fro god. But as J ſeid befoze in the. /. 
chap.maſter Moꝛe hath a right gret 
ta high inuentiue wit, wherbi he can 
lightly turne a ſentẽce after his appe⸗ 
tite, x ſo he doth here and wolde haue 


it appere, that J chulde meane _= 
L the 
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the light of grace wyll not appere, as 
longe as pꝛelates after his inuencion 
oꝛ ſpitituall rulers after the letter of 
the ſeide treatiſe, pꝛetende that their 
auctozitie is immediately diriued of 
god, and my meanynge is not ſo, no2 


my woꝛdes amounte not therto: but 


be of ſuche effecte, as J haue ſeide be⸗ 
foze. And ſo J lee not what charitie, 
noꝛ what good affecte maiſter Moꝛe 
ſheweth in the takynge of that excep⸗ 
tion. Then to ſhewe my mynde in 
ſomme thinges, that maiſter ooze 
hathe touched yet ferther in the ſayde 
Chapitre: I wyl fy2it agree with ma 
ſter Mooꝛe, that in luche thynges as 
the hole clergi of chziſtendom techeth 
and oꝛdꝛeth in (ſpiritual thinges, and 
whiche of longe tyme haue bene by 
longe vſage and cuſtome through the 


hole coꝛps of chziſtendome, ſpititual⸗ 


tie and tempoꝛaltie, ratified, agreed, 
and confirmed ought with reuerence 


to be receiued: but pet if the lame thin 
ges 
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ges though longe continuance, and 
th2ough abuſions that riſe by occaſiõ 
ot them, pꝛoue hurtful and ouer gre- 
uous to the people to bere: then may 
the people gruge and compleyne lau⸗ 
fully to their ſuperiours, and deſire 
that they may be refourmed, as lau⸗ 
fully as they may do to haue tempo⸗ 
rall lawes refourmed, whenne nede 
requpreth. 

J wyll alſo agree, that in the congre 
gation of the clergie, to goddes ho⸗ 
nour graciouſly gathered to gether 2: 
the good aſſiſtence of the ſpicite of 
god, accoꝛdynge to Chꝛiſtis pꝛomiſe, 
wyl be as verily pꝛeſent ano aſſiſtent 
with them, as it was with his bleſſed 
apoſtels, yt they oꝛdꝛe them lelfe in 
mekenes and charifte and put al their 
truſte in god, as the apoſtels dydde , 
But it they wyll truſte in their owne 
wyt and in woꝛldly policie: then may 
they lightely leſe the ſpirite of god. 
And whether it were lo at the W 
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of the lawes, whiche maiſter Mooꝛe 
ſpeketh of concernyng herelte 02 not, 
I cannot tel: but this J wil ley, that 
if they were not good and reaſonable 
in them ſelte at the firſt making, that 
they were neuer made by the aſſiſtece 
of the ſpirite of god. And ſurely J can 
not then ſe how the vlage and longe 
continuance of them can ratitie 02 cõ⸗ 
firme them. Fo2 as it is of an euil cu⸗ 
ſtome, that the lenger it is vſed, the 
greater is the offence:ſois it of an e- 
uil lawe. And like as an euil cuſtome 
is to be put awape, ſo it is of an euyll 
la we. And the lawes affirmed by v- 
ſage and agremente of the people be 
the lawes of faſtynge and kepyng of 
holydays, and ſuche other as the peo⸗ 
ple of their free agrement accepte and 
agree vnto : but theſe lawes made fo2 
punyſſhement of hereſies were neuer 
agreed by a commen aſſent of the peo 
ple, but that ſome perticuler perſons, 


22 ſome haue bene giltie, & ſome 


pera⸗ 
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perauenture not giltie, haue ben pu⸗ 
nyſſhed therby right ſoꝛe ayenſt they? 
wylles. And that can not be a confir- 
mation of them that ſo agree ageinſt 
their wyl. But as to them that do the 
co2rection, it is a confirmation: foꝛ 
they do tt with their good wylle. And 
though that cozrection were a ſuffici- 
ent confirmation as anenſt them that 
beſo punyſhed: yet it can nat be a con 
firmation to make the lawe appꝛouid 
foꝛ all the reſidue of the people. 

J can nat ſee therfo2e that any rati⸗ 
fienge, agreinge, oꝛ confirmynge of 
the peple can be p2oued in tho lawes, 
concernyng the coꝛrection fo2 hereſy. 
And then whether the lawes in them 
ſelfe be good and indifferent oꝛ not, J 
wyll remytte the tugement in that be- 
halfe to them that haue auctoꝛitie. 
But to ſhewe my conceyte therin, J 
ſhall with good wyl euen as my con⸗ 
ſcience meueth me to and that is that 


J coulde neuer ſee, that it was reaſo- 
L 3 nable 


an offender go vnpunylched, than to 
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The. xi. 
nable to be accepted as a lawe, that a 
man ſhulde be accuſed and know not 
his accuſer. And that it is yet moꝛe vn 
reaſonable, that a man ſhulde be con⸗ 
dempned, and knowe not the witnes 


that condemned him. Allo that a man 


bppon ſuſpection ſhulde be dꝛiuen to 
make his pntgacion at the wil of the 
o2dinarie, oꝛ be accurſed ; M2 that a 
periured witnelle ſhulde condempne 
hym, that he had clered afoꝛe: That 
a greate offender and a leſſe offender 
ſhulde haue one lyke puniſhement if 
they renunced:oꝛ be alike areſted and 
put in pꝛiſon: J neuer ſaw no indiffe- 
rencie in it. And if any man wpl ley, 
that thele reaſons wyll gyue a bolde⸗ 
nes to heretikes: trewelp Þ will not 
fully make anſwere therto: but this 
J wil ſey, that J thynke verily, that 
they will giue a boldenes to trouthe, 
and to true men. And verilye J haue 
herde ſey, that it were better to ſuffre 


pu⸗ 
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punyche him vnrightwiſely a ayenſte 
due oꝛder of iuſtyce. 


¶ The concluſion ok this anſwere 
(The. xxi. Chapitre. 


Oꝛ as moche as ſir Tho. Mooꝛe 
in his Apologie ſaith vnder gene⸗ 
ral woꝛdes that he coude if he wolde, 
make men lee, that very fewe parties 
of the ſayde boke of dfuiſion, wher⸗ 
by he vnderſtandeth the ſayd tretiſe, 
had either ſuch charitie o2 ſuche indif- 
ference therin as not onely, the newe 
noughtte bꝛotherhede boſteth, but al⸗ 
ſo ſome good folke, as he ſaith, take it 
alſo as a ſuperficial redynge, Ind bi⸗ 
cauſe maiſter Mooꝛe by reaſon of the 
ſaid general clauſe mat herafter note, 
what article that he wylle in the ſaide 
tretiſe to lacke charitie and indifferen 
cie, and ſey that he ment ſo at the ma⸗ 
kynge of the ſayde Apologie: Ther⸗ 


foze to gyue him occaſion to ſhew his 
L 4 mynde 
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mynde moꝛe pleinly in that behalfe, J 


(hall make mencion of ſome ſuche ar- 
ticles,as many men thynkehe ſhulde 
moſte lykely meane it of, thoughe he 
haue no cauſe ſoo to do. And 7 (hall 
ſpeke ſomewhat ferther of them,then 
J dyd in the ſaid treatiſe, wherof one 
myght haply be this. In the. ij. Cha⸗ 
pitre of the (aid tretiſe J reherled the 
wo2des of John Gerlon, where he 
ſeith, that clerkes ſhulde inſtruct eue⸗ 
ry man with their wo2des, and to the 
intent that poꝛe men chuld not be gre⸗ 
ued that they ſhulde get their liuinge 
with ſome handye crafte, as ſaincte 
Paule did. And whether maſter Moze 
think thoſe woꝛdis charitable & indif- 


ferent oꝛ not, J can not tell, a therfo2e 


I ſhall ſhewe ſomewhat my conceite, 
what as J thynke, mayſter Gerlon 
ment by the, Ind verily it ſhuld ſeme, 

that he ment not therby,that perſons 
vycars and pariſhe pꝛiſtes, and ſuche 


other as miniſtre to the people, ſhulde 
gette 
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gette their liuinge by handy craftes ; 
fo: he ſeythe in dyuers places of his 
warkes, that the people be bounde by 
the lawe of god to fynde ſuche mint- 
ſtres they: neceſſarie liuing. And ther 
fo:e J thynke his meaninge was of 
clerkes, that haueno cure, that they 
ſhulde liue by ſomme honeſte handye 
crafte, not contrary to their o2der as 
ſaincte Paule dyd, rather then to lyue 
of the people. And allo peraduenture 
inayſter Gerſon might meane farther 
thus, that it were not incõueniẽt alſo 
fo2 curates and ſpiritual miniſtres to 
the people, when their duetie and de- 
uocion were kulkylled x their feruour 
to p2aper ouerpalled, fo2 eſchewynge 
of idelnes, to occupie them ſelfe with 
ſuche honeſte handy crafte, not repu⸗ 
gnant to the oꝛder of pꝛeeſthoode, as 
ſainct Paule did, that is to ſey, with 
wꝛitinge, redynge, bpnding of bokes, 
making of tentis, graupnge oz car⸗ 
uinge of images, oz ſuche other, and 
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The. xxi. 
not to ble it as fo2 their holle liuinge, 
but to be wel occupied, when feruour 
to p2eyer were ouerpaſſed. But if any 
ſpirituall man had that grace, that he 
coulde in ſuche meane tymes occupie 
hym ſelke with pꝛeyer and contempla⸗ 
cion, ſurely he were moſte to be com⸗ 
mended: but that is not gyuen but to 
a fewe : but that ſpiritual men ſhulde 
vlehuntinge, hauking,and plapeng, 


92 any other outward labo2 02 woꝛzld⸗ 


ly ſtudie, buſines 02 recreation, as v- 
niuerſally as lay men doo, oz to kepe 
X continue ouer moche familiar com- 
pantie with late perſons, wherby their 
deuocion mighte be ſlaked, and they 
made the moꝛe vnapte to p2eyer and 
contẽplacion, when they (hall returne 
to it ageine, is not conueniente. Foz 


the people therby maye lightely take 


ſome euil example. Thus J ſuppole, 
that maiſter Gerſon ment by the layd 


wo02des, and not that pꝛieſtes 7 


to go epther to ploughe, carte, thꝛeſ⸗ 
ſhynge, 
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ſhinge, mowinge, 02 any other ſuche 
great bod ly labours . Foꝛ they were 
not cõuenient fo2 their miniſtration. 
And trowe ye not that a man mighte 
ſaye here without offence, that it hath 
ſometyme greatly diminiſhed the ho⸗ 
nour that ought to be had and gyuen 
to the moſte high and gloꝛious ſacra⸗ 
ment of the alter, to ſee pꝛiſtis in ſom 
placis immediatlp after the receiuing 
of that gloꝛious lacramente , diſpoſe 
them ſelke to woꝛldly companpye, and 
outwarde pleaſures, as liberally, as 
if they had not that daye ſaide maſſe- 
Laye men be taught by pꝛieſtis as it 
is tight cõuement that they ſhuld be: 
that they, the dai, that they be houſeld 
| on, (hall haue a better await on them 
ſelfe, in eatinge, dzinkinge, laboure, 

and all other demeanour, then they 
haue on any other dayes, ſo that no⸗ 
thinge ſhulde th2oughe their defaute 
happen, that might be to the diſhonoꝛ 
of that glorious lacrament , * yet 
ome 
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The. xxi. 
ſome pꝛeſtis wil not do ſo them ſelfe: 
but as it were thꝛough a boldnes and 
a familtaritie of the ofte receiuyng of 
that gloꝛious ſacrament attempte to 
doo, and that in maner cuſtomablpye, 
that they wolde [aye them ſelfe were 
not conuentent fo2 lay men to do, the 
day that they were houſeled on: and 
ſurely they be bounde to take a mo2e 
ſure awayte of them ſelfe, as wel be- 
foꝛe they go to maſſe as after tha any 
lay man ts the day that he is houſeld; 
Foz they maye moꝛe lyghtly offende 
though negligence therin then any 
laye man. And J ſuppoſe verily, that 
if due honoure were done by all the 
people as well ſpiritual as tempozal, 
as there ought to be to this glo2tous 
ſacrament, that is tn verye truthe the 
verye bodye and bloode of our lo2de 
Jeſu Chaiſte , whiche was bone of 
the virgin Mary, crucifyed, ſuffered 
dethe, roſe agayne the thyꝛde day fro 


dethe to lyfe, aſcended into heuen, — 
tet 
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teth on the right hande of the father, 
and that ſhall comme to iudge this 
woꝛlde, whiche is allo the moſte high 
and molt ſoueraigne toy and comfozt 
to all good Chꝛiſten men, that there 
ſhulde folowe thervpon greatte loue, 
charitie, peace, and quietnes amonge 
the people. wherfoze J beleche almi⸗ 
ghty god ſhoꝛtly to lende that due ho 
nour into the hartis of the people, as 
well ſpitituall as tempozall. Amen. 
And here J (hal deſire al them, that 
(hal rede the woꝛdis that J haue ſpo⸗ 
ken befoꝛe ot itreuerence done by ſom 
pꝛieſtes to this gloꝛious lacramente, 
that they thinke not, that J meane it 
of al pꝛieſtis. Foꝛ J know right wel, 
that there be many pꝛiſtis, that o2d2e 
them ſelfe right wel, and with due re- 
uerence, as well befoze the recetuyng 
of the ſacrament as after. Howe be it 
J doubt yet very moche, that ſome of 
them, that doo (oo, do not endeuour 


To ſelfe as they beboundeto do, to 
re⸗ 
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ſtes ought not to be putte to anſwere 
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refoꝛm them that do not ſo, Ind eſpe 


ctally it is to be merueiled, that the fa 


thers of the churche, that are biſhops 
and o2dinartes.haue done no moꝛe in 
tyme paſte in their conuocations foꝛ 
retoꝛmyng ok it then they haue done: 
ſeinge that it perteyneth ſpecially to 


them to do it. And J thynke verily, 


that if ſuch conuenient labours were 
appoynted by good auctoꝛytie as is 
afoꝛeſaide, that there be righte many 
good, honeſt and ſadde pꝛieſtes, that 
wolde be very gladde of it: and that 
wolde with good will vſe them at ty⸗ 
mes conuenient. 

An other clauſe that maiſter Moꝛe 


might perauenture take exception to 


hereafter may be that, that is ſpoken 
in the.rit. chap. of the ſaid treatiſe, of 
lawes made by the churche, which la- 
wes,as it is ſaid there, the church had 
no power no2 auctoꝛitie to make and 


that ſpecially of that poynt that pꝛie⸗ 


be⸗ 
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befo2e late men. Foꝛ vnder thoſe ge- 
neral wozdes, maiſter Moꝛe map ſey 
herafter, if he will, that he founde de- 
faute at that clauſe, and yet he dothe 
nat expꝛeſſelpy ſpeake ageynſte it in no 
parte of his Apologie. But what he 
meaneth by reaſon of the ſaid general 
woꝛdes, to do therin herafter, J can 
not tell. And ik his meanyng be, that 
he will kunde defaute therat, and af- 
fitme, that it is ageynſt the ubertie of 
the churche : the kinges Jultices can 
inkourme hym beſte , what the lawe 
of the realme ts therin, and then that 
libertie ⁊ the (aid lawe, maye the bet⸗ 
ter be acco2ded and agreed to gether, 
He map allo perauenture fynd a de⸗ 
faute,bycauſe J ſep in the ſed tretile, 
that degradynge coulde not helpe in 
ſuche caſe, if pꝛieſtis ought not befoze 
degradinge by the laweof god to be 
areyned : foꝛ not withſtandynge the 
degradyng, J ſey there, as the trouth 
is, that the carecter of pzeeſthode , a⸗ 
bideth

bideth, ſo that they be pꝛieſtis as they 
= were befo2e, Ind therfoze J ley, that 
1 if they ſey maſſe, they conlecrate and 
if they giue oꝛders, they ſtand good:

*st as they were befo:e, excepte that they 
1 map not ſey Dominus uobiſcum, no2 lu⸗ 
1 che other thyngis as perteyne to the 
. dignitie of their oꝛdꝛe. Ind ik they die 
5 kepent⸗ãt, they (hall haue the aureole, 
ik as they that be not degrated, And if 


if this be trewe, that they be pet pꝛiſtis, 
1 and that it be true allo, that it is pzo- | 
itt hibitid by the law of god, that pziſtis {| 
Wit ſhuld be put to anſwer befoꝛe lay me: 


Witt why then ſhuld a pꝛieſt be put to an- 
az ſwere befoꝛe lay men oꝛ be put in exe⸗ 

cution by lay men moze after degra⸗ 
ding then he might be bekoꝛe! Uerily 
J can not ſe why. J ſuppoſe therfoze 
that pꝛieſtis may lautully be putte to 
anſwere befoꝛe laie men, and alſo be 
it put in execution by lay men: excepte 
= luche 
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ſuche poyntes, as they haue libertie 
to the contrary by the kynge, and by 
his lawes:wherof J haue recited ſom 
poyntes in the laid. xii. chapitre. 

And here me thinketh J mighte well 
ſey, that all the ſpirituall men of this 
realme are ſpecially bounde in conſci⸗ 
ence to gether them lelfe togyder, to ſe 
whether they can pꝛoue it ſufficiently 
by auctoꝛite of ſcripture, that it is a⸗ 
geynſte the la we of god, that pꝛieſtis 
ſhulde be putte to anſwere befoꝛe late 
men oꝛ not. Ind it they canne pꝛoue, 
that it is ageinſte the lawe or god: J 
doubte not but that the kingis grace, 
and all the realme wil gladdely agree 
ther onto withoute ferther reliſtence. 
Joꝛ who wolde wozke directly ayenſt 
the lawe of god: J truſte no man. 
And if it can not be pꝛoued that their 
ptence therin is groũded vpõ the law 
of god, but vpon a ſingular loue and 
affection to them ſelfe, and that they 


haue fo2tified # mepntepned the ſame 
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by law es and decrees of the churche, 
whiche the churche had none auctoꝛi⸗ 
tie to make, ne that were neuer accep⸗ 
ted in this realme fo2 lawes: then wil 
ic be righte good and expediente, that 
they charitably reuoke that p2etece of 
their fre wil: ⁊ that they be ouer that 
pꝛohibited vpon greatte peynes, that 
ther (hal not any ferther make that þ- 
tence. And ſurely I thinke it wyll be 
harde to bꝛynge the ſpiritualtie and 
the tempozaltie to a ful agrement, tyl 
that article be bzought to a good con⸗ 
cluſion. And ik ſpiritual men wil 
ſey, that if pꝛieſtes hall vpon cuerye 
Utght ſuſpicion 02 light complapnt, be 
put to aul were in trealons, murders, 
and felonies, and ſuche other, as ge⸗ 
nerally as lay men ſhal: that the: ma 
ny pꝛieſtis ſhulde be without cauſe ar 
reſted, and vncharitablye handeled. 
Fo: laie men be many tymes cruell a⸗ 
geinſt pꝛieſtes. To that it may be an⸗ 
Iwered, that it becometh not ſpiritual 

men 
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men to ſey, that laye men be cruell to 
them (if it be welle conſydered, howe 
moche good pꝛieſtis be beloued and 

cheriſſhed of late men) and alſo what 
tulnge they haue by laie menne, that 
no we be, and by their aunceſters. 
and furelp if late men be cruel to pꝛe⸗ 
715, it is thꝛough the defaute of pꝛie⸗ 
is. And ferthermoze if pzieſtis 
wold of their charitie, do that in them 
8, to pꝛeuente and foꝛ ſe, that neither 
lale men noꝛ pꝛieſtis, as karre as they 
coulde helpe it, ſhuld not be troubled 
in ſuche caſe vpon lighte ſulpections 
and vntrue complapntes: then wold 
it ſom what appere, that thep pondꝛed 
the welthe and quietnes of late men, 
as they do of pꝛieſtis: and ſo are they 
bounde to do in dede: but as long as 
ſpiritualle rulers care mooze foz the 
welthe # quietnes of pꝛiſtis, then of 
laie men: 02 that there be opinion a⸗ 
monge the people, that they doo ſoo, 
thoughe it be not lo in dede; lo _ 
M2 wp 
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wil late men, as to the multitude, care 
but littel fo2 pꝛieſtes:and thus chart 


tie wil ware colde betwirt them. And 
7 troweno Chꝛiſten man wold haue 


it ſo, if he might let it. 


And thus by occalion of the laid ge- 
nerall woꝛdes, in the laide Apologie, 
7 haue ſpoken ſomwhat ferther of ar 
reigninge of pꝛieſtes afo2ec late men, 
then J thoughte to haue done. And 
nowe (ail J ſep ſomewhat ferther in 
a generalitie, as maiſter Mooꝛe hath 
done, and that is this: that all that 7 
ſpeke in the ſayde treatiſe, was to ap⸗ 
peſe this diuiſion, and not to begyn 
any ne to contynue it. And therkoꝛe 
howe they can laue their conlcience, 
that ſey dyd rather entende a diui⸗ 
ſion then an agrement, J can not tel, 
their owne conſcience ſhall be iudge. 
And J entended allo lommewhat to 
moue that might be occaſion to putte 
awey abuſions, euyll examples, and 


hereſies: and not to encreale them o2 


mein: 
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meinteine them J dare boldly ſey. 
And ferther as maiſter Mooꝛe kno⸗ 
weth better then J, Mentire eſt contra 
mentem ire, That is to leye, to lye is 
when a man leithe ageynſte his owne 
mynde. Ind in good feithe in al that 
treatiſe I ſpeke nothynge, but that J 
thought was true. 

And farther J wpll aſcertapne mat- 
ſter Moze as far as i me is, that J had 
neyther any ſubtil ſhꝛewes coũſell, ne 
any euill counſel at the making ot the 
ſaid tretiſe, which he calleth the boke 
of diuiſion as is (aid befoꝛe. 

And karthermoꝛe ik maiſter Mooꝛe 
wol yet charitably ſhewe, what lacke 
ok charite oꝛ ot indifference he findeth 
in the reſidue of the ſaid treatiſe, that 
he hath not touched, ne any thing ſpo 
ken ok in his Apologie me thynketh 
he ſhulde do better, then vnder luche 
generall woꝛdes to take exception to 
it, and ſhewe no cauſe why.

Thoughe this realme ot 
Englande be one of fhe fertheſte 
chꝛiſten realmes fro the holye lande, 
yet J ſuppoſe, that it hathe done as 
moche foꝛ to haue recouered the holy 
lande ageyn into ch:iſten mens han⸗ 
des, as any realme chꝛiſtened hathe 
done, that haue ben moꝛe nerer to the 
holy lande then this is. And therkoze 
to thentent that it may the better ap⸗ 
pere, what great labours and peynes 
many pꝛincis and noble men ok this 
realme haue taken in that behalfe: F 
ſhal here after in this chapitre remem 
bꝛe certein cronicles, that trete ofthat 

matier, as hereafter appereth. 
Fyꝛſte in the pere of our loꝛde god. 
M. Cixxxx.kinge Richarde the bin 
N 4 cal⸗ 
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called Cure de lion, and Philip the 
french king, at Mariilia, where {aint 
Marie Magdalen lieth, in the vtas 
orthe natiuite of ſeint John Baptiſt, 
tohke their iourneye towarde the holy 
lande, and there they wanne the citie 
.of Icon, where by reaſon of a diuiũ⸗ 
on, that fel betwirt them, the frenche 
kinge returned home agayne. And in 
that iournep Bauldwyn archebiſhop 
of Canturbury died in the holy lande. 
Then king Kicharde did there manp 
notable actes, wherbp the infidclles 
dꝛed hym right ſoꝛe. And amonge o⸗ 
ther thinges he ſubdued the lande of 
Cyp2es. And pet finally he retoutned 
agayne into Englande, without ob⸗ 
teynpnge that he delired: fo2 the time 
was not yet come. 
And in the pere of our loꝛd god. M. 
CCrviii. wente out of Englande to⸗ 
warde the ſiege of Damtat Kanul⸗ 
phus the noble erle of Cheſter, Wil⸗ 


liam Atundell, and the noble * 
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Kovert the ſonne of walter, Johñ con 
{table of Theltre, and willtam Hare⸗ 
courte, and Oliuere the kingis ſonne 
of Englande, with great company: 
whiche ſtege continued tylle the pere 
folowinge : and then it was taten in 
to the handes of chziſten menne: but 
the thirde pere after, it was taken a⸗ 
geyne by the inkidels. 
And in the pere of our loꝛd. M. CC. 
lx. the Erle Rychard, bꝛoder vnto the 
kinge Henty the thirde, whiche after 
was kinge of Almapne, accompanied 
with the kyng of Mauer, and the erle 
of Bꝛitapne, landed at Acon: a with⸗ 
in two dapes after, the erle Richarde 
cauſed it to be pꝛoclaymed that no 
ſouldiour, ot what nacion o cuer he 
was, ſhulde departe oute of the holye 
lande fo lacke of wages: but that 
they ſhulde vnder hym haue wages 
to ſerue our loꝛde. And when the ſa⸗ 
ralins harde that crye, thoughe the 
kinge ot Nauerre and the erle of Bꝛe 
N 5 taine 
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tayne ſhoꝛtlie after withdzewe them 
ſelfe and fledde, yet the ſarazins dꝛed 
ſooꝛe the wiſedome and power of the 
erle Richarde, as welle bycauſe that 
name Richarde was yet moche dꝛed 
to the tnfidels, as alſo fo2 that he had 
great abundance of golde and ſyluer, 
as fo2 that he was the emperours ſy⸗ 
ſters ſonne, and erle of Poicters and 
Coznewalle. And in thts tyme dyed 
many pilgrimes of Englande, ſome 
goinge towarde the holy lande, and 
ſome comynge from thens : that is to 
ſey Eudo, b2other to the erle Richard 
Hamo, Richarde Betune, 4ohil fits 
Johũ, ſtewarde to the ſaide erle, and 
Johũ Beauchampe a noble knighte. 

And the yere folowynge the Erle of 
Salisbury came from the holy lade, 
and landed at Douer. 

And in the yere of our loꝛd god. M. 


CCixir. pꝛince &d warde eldeſt ſonne 
to kinge Henry the thirde, entending 


to vrutrplie the aduowe, that he hadde 
made 
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made into the holy lande, in Map toke 
his tourney, with many nobles of the 
realme. And befoze him was gone to- 
warde the ſame tourneye Lewes the 
frenche kinge with a ſtronge compa⸗ 
ny. And pꝛince Edward went ſtreight 
to warde Acon, and by the weye lan⸗ 
ded in the ille of Sardinia, and there 
he herde certaine tidynges of the deth 
of Lewes the frenche kinge to whom 
Philip was heire . Ind thither came 
to hym Charles, bꝛother tothe ſayde 
Lewes that was kinge of Cicyl, Ind 
though pꝛince Ed warde cnteded on⸗ 
ly to diſtroy the ennemies of the croſſe 
of Chꝛiſte, yet the ſaide Charles dyd 
not ſo: but toke of the ſaraʒins, in tho 
parties, great ſommes of money fo2 
a truce, whiche dyd great hurte. 

And after the ſaide Charles kynge of 
Cecile, and pꝛince Edwarde. ſailed to 
warde Cecile: and by the waye many 
of the ſhyppes of the ſayde Charles 


were with great tempeſtes periſſhed 
in 
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in the ſee, with al the money that was 
taken of the ſarazins : but the ſhyp⸗ 
pes of pꝛince Edwarde, that were in 
the mpddes amonge the other, came 
ſaufely to lande, whiche was taken 
fo2 a great miracle: whicheas many 
men toke it, was bycauſe pꝛince Ed- 
warde coueited not the money of the 
inkidels, but to recouer the contreps, 
redemed with the bloudde of Chaiſte, 
into Chꝛiſten mens handes agepne. 
Then Charles and Philippe retur- 
ned into France, and pꝛince Edward 
with a ſmal company went fo2warde 
on his iourney towarde Acon: which 
ne hadde ben his comynge, was lyke 
within fourec dayes, to haue ben delp⸗ 
uered into the handes of the (arazins. 
Then the citie punpſſ{hed certayn fals 
chꝛiſten men: and ſomme of Uenice, 
that had miniſtred armoure and vi⸗ 
tayle to the ſarazins . © After pꝛince 
Edwarde, with a greatte companye 
wente out of Acon to Nazareth, * 
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by thecaſtels of Cake and Caiphas, 
and llewe all the larazins that he met 
with: but he retourned anon foz fere 
of ſome falſe chriſten men. 
And in the yere of our loꝛd. M. CC. 
lxxi. p2ince Edward was like to haue 
bene flayne in the citie of Acon by an 
Iſſypn, that camme to hym from a 
great pꝛince of the Turkes, vnder co 
lour that he wolde become a chaiſten 
man, if hedurſtcfozfearc of his peo- 
ple. And when the falle traitour, vn⸗ 
der that pzetece was bꝛought into the 
pꝛeſence of the pꝛince: ſodainly with 
a venemed knyfe he ſtrake the pzince 
vpon the bꝛeaſte, intendinge to haue 
ſlapne him: whiche as god wold, had 
on a ſecrete cote of defence. And when 
the pꝛince perceiued the treaſon, with 
his fote he ſtrake do wne the traͤitour, 
and ſtarte ſodeinly to hym to pull the 
knyfe out of his hande. Ind with the 
violẽce happened to ſtrike hym ſelfe, 
un the poynt ot the popſoned bunte 
nto 
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into his koꝛeheed wherby he was in 
great peril: but with the helpe of his 
phiſictons and lurgions , he eſcaped 
that dangere. And this pere dyuers 
noble men of Jrelande, and alſo the 
noble manne Thomas de Clara,that 
b2oughte with hym foure ſarazins, 
whiche he hadde taken in captiuitie, 
cain from the holy lãde into Englade. 
And the ycre folowynge dyed kynge 
Henry the thyꝛde. And the lame pere 
camme Edmonde, that was yonger 
bꝛother to pꝛince Edwarde , fro the 
holy lande into Englande , And akter 
pꝛince Edwarde, leauinge ſufficiente 
numbze of (ouldiours in Acon, came 
into Cicell, and ſo into Italy, and ał᷑⸗ 
ter into Burgondy, where many of 
the nobles of Englande mette hym. 
And thã he went in to France, where 
he was honoꝛably receyued of Philip 
the frenche king, koꝛ they were liſters 
childꝛen. Ind lo he wet into Gaſcoin. 
Ind when he had there let all thingis 
nn 
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in good o2der, he came into Englade, 
Ind lo hit appereth, that this noble 
pꝛince obteyned not his deſire, concer 
nynge the recouery of the holy lande: 
fo2 the tyme was not yet come. 

Allo haue herde it many tymes re 
poꝛted, that kynge Henry the fyfthe 
had great delire to haue gone into the 
holp lande, and that after when he fel 
licke, and thathe lawe His lyckeneſſe 
grewe loze bppon hym, he leide this 
verſe: Benigne fac domine in bond uoluntate 
tua Sion, ut edificentur muri Hieruſalem, that 
is, 102d do thou beningly in thy good 
will of Sion, that the walles of Jhe- 
rulalem myght be reedified. And it is 
not to ſuppoſe, that by thoo wozdes, 
the walles of Yierutalem, he vnder- 
ſtode only the material walles of Hie⸗ 
ruſalem, Foz the buyldinge of them 
was not ſo greattely to be regarded: 
but he ment the ſpiritual walles, that 
is the walles of the trewe catholicall 
feythe, whiche he deſired might be re- 
edi- 
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edified about Hieruſalem, and al that 
countrey. Ind yet he had not his de- 
ſire therin, foz he died of the lame lic⸗ 
keneſſe. Aud what ſhulde we thinke 
was the cauſe, that he had not his de- 
ſire graunted: but that the tyme that 
our lozde hathe appoynted, that the 
chꝛiſten feithe ſhulde be bꝛought thi- 
der agayne, was not pet come⸗ 

And no moꝛe it was, whan the right 
noble pꝛince of bleſſed memoꝛp kinge 
H EMR the. vij. father of our ſoue⸗ 
raigne loʒde the kinge that nowe is, 
wꝛote a lettre to the pope, puttynge 
hym in remembꝛaunce, howe greatte 
pitie it was of the delolation of the 
holy lande, and of the citie of Conſtan 
tinopole, and the —— there a⸗ 
bout, aduertiſing him allo to ſturre al 
pꝛincis chꝛiſtened to the relefe therok: 
t he (aid that he wold be redi with his 
power as nede ſhulde be. To whome 
the pope w2ote ageyne, giupnge him 
great thankes and W 

a 
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thathe wolde — hym in mynde of ſo 
charitable a thinge, that he hym lelte 
. ought firſt befoze all other to haue re⸗ 
— Hob be it he ſaid two thin 
ges cauſed him to doubt moche vpon 
that mocion: one was, fo2 that it had 
be ſene in tyme paͤſte, that when ch21- 
ſten pꝛincis of a good 3cale, that they 
haue hadde to the chꝛiſten feyth, haue 
gone together into the holy land, they 
and thep2 people haue varied: And 
there as their purpole was to fyghte 
ageinſt the infidels, they haue fought 
amonges them ſelke, and ſhedde ch2t= 
ſten mennes bloudde, and fynallye 
haue returned ageyne with {mall en⸗ 
creſe of the chꝛiſten keith. The lecode 
was this, that the power and ryches 
of the Turke was lo encreaſed that 
it was moꝛe daunger nowe to watre 
ageynſt him, than it was befoꝛe. 

And as to the firſte doubt, the king 
made anſwere ageine by an other let⸗ 


ter, and ſeide, that his pourpole was 
Q not

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not that chꝛiſten pꝛincis ſhulde topne 
together in that iourney, but that eue 
ry pꝛince, that wolde goo, ſhulde be 
ſtronge inoughe of hym felfe , with 
helpe of god, to take one quarter : x 
as foꝛ hym ſelfe, he ſaide he wolde go 
by water without helpe of any other, 
And as to the leconde doubte: lyke | 
trewe catholicall pꝛince he ſayde, he 
lytell doubted the power oꝛ ryches of 
the Turke : foz the victoꝛʒie of bataile 
ſtandeth not in them, but in the hade 
of god. And the bztekes and copies of 
the laide letters were openly redde in 
the ſterre chaumbze befoze the arche- 
byſſhop of Canturburye X0arrham, 
then being chancellour of Englande, 
where it was mp chaunce then to be, 
and with other to here them redde. 
And ſithe that tyme J haue herde but 
lyttell moꝛe ſpeking of that pꝛetence: 
foꝛ the kinge anone after wexed ſicke- 
ly, and ſo continued in maner tyll he 


dyed, But nowe if ſuche a deſire felle 
into 
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into the hertes of the people, as hath 
done befoze : ſom truſt might be had, 
that the time of thecouerſion of mant 
of the ſaid infidels were nere at hade, 
with that onely that ch:iſten menne 
wolde kalle to a good peace and agre⸗ 
mente gmonges them ſelfe . Fo: tylle 
than, no good can growe ne encreaſe 
in that matter. But yet J wolde 
not, that mayſter Mooꝛe ſhulde take 
my ſayenges, concernyng that truſte, 


.- as thoughe I chulde ſpeake them as 


p20phectes, as he lometyme notethe 
the maker of the laid treatiſe in ſome 
thynges to do, whome he in his Apo⸗ 
logte calleth many tymes the pacift- 
er: koꝛ I ſpeake them not as pꝛophe⸗ 
cies, but as thynges, that as me ſe⸗ 
methe by reaſon of the ſayde erpoſt- 
tion, and by dyuers reaſonable con⸗ 
tectures, are lykely to enſewe. BY - 
Z ANC E. Uerilye as thou ſapeſt, 
mayſter Mooꝛe calleth the maker of 
the ſayde treatyſe many tymes in his 
O 2 Apo⸗ 
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Appologie pacifier; And thoughe it 
appereth that he meancth not ſoo, fo 
he ſaithe ſometyme, that the maker of 
the (aide treatiſe taketh awap rather 
to the contracye of a pacificr, then to 
inake peace: pet J dareſepe, that if a 
good peace and agrement map enſue, 
by whole mcanes (0 euer it were, ep- 
ther as coulde be deupſed by mayſter 
Moe hym lelfe, oz by any other that 
coulde take a better waye therto then 

he can: that he wolde be righte welle 
contented therwith. And thus the 
gloꝛious Trinitie haue in his keping 
bothe the and me. Amen.
